More uproar 
and confusion resulted upon a motion that 
the convention remain in continuous ses- 
sion until al? its business was completed. 
Half a dozen heated speeches were made 
on either side with the result that the 
convention at 1:30 o'clock took a recess 
until 3 o’clock. 


A Fierce Address by Chairman Ladd. 

When the convention reassembled Hon. 
Charles K. Ladd, who was presented as 
permanent chairman, made a fierce address. 

Ex-Congressman Lee Worthington, of 
Peoria, declared that the eastern goldbugs 
are responsible for foryt-cen® wheat and 
ten-dollar horses, but that there was a 
sentiment brewing in the west that would 
paralyze them. 

Governor Altgeld made his appearance on 
the platform, was given a tremendous ova- 
tion and spoke at length. 

The governor's allusions to President 
Claveland were received with tumultuous 
applause, but when he announced that his 
Physical and financial conditions would 
prevent him entering the canvass for a re- 
election a depressing silence followed. The 
next moment, with a mighty shout of ‘‘No!”” 
the convention rose en masse and repeated 
the ovation that greeted his entrance. 
When the report of the committee on reso- 
lutions was submitted ex-Congressmen Wil- 
liams and: Fithian protested against the 
unit rule plank, but the protest was ruled 
out and the platform was adopted with a 
few voices in the negative. 


No Two Ways About This Platform. 

These are the principal planks of the 
platform adopted: 

‘We favor the soundest and safest money 
known to man and the equal rights of coin- 
age and full legal tender power; we de- 
mand the repeal of the republican and plu- 
tocratic legislation which demonetized sil- 
ver and reduced it to the basis of token 
money, destroying by one-half the stock 
of real money and by doubling the work 
to be done by gold—doubled its purchasing 
power so that the farmers and producers 
had to give twice as much work to get.-a 
dollar as they formerly had, and found it 
hard to meet the debts, interest, taxes and 
fixed charges which were not lowered. In 
this way the market for those things which 
the mechanic and laborer made was de- 
stroyed and the factories had to shut down. 

“By thus taking out of the commercial 
world one-half of its blood, industry and 
trade have been paralyzed and idleness and 
misery have been spread over the civilized 
world. With the richest natural resources 
and with the most industrious, frugal and 
enterprising population and the most abun- 
dant harvest, our people are in distress. 
Three per cent of our population own over 
half of the wealth of this republic and al- 
most the only men who prosper are the bond 
sharks and the men who fatten off the mis- 
ery of their country. 

“These are conditions under which repub- 
lican institutions cannot long endure. We 
believe in the greatness and patriotism of 
the American people; in their energy, in- 
dustry and thrift, and that such a people, 
with the unlimited resources of our land, 
are strong enough to sustain a 
monetary system without the aid 
of foreign governments. We be- 
lieve that the benefits of the independ- 
ence which we gained a hundred years ago 
—the war for which was initiated upon a 
matter of tribute—should not be lost by 
yielding vassalage to a monetary system 
preferred by other governments. We be- 
lieve that the bimetallism which has done 
the work since the dawn of civilization and 
which was made the basis of the monetary 
system by Hamilton and Jefferson, is ab- 
solutely necessary at present to the pros- 
perity of mankind and that its re-establish- 
ment will check the present business paral- 
ysis; will give to the country a safe and 
honest currency of adequate volume; will 
restore prices of agricultural commodities; 
will encourage enterprise and give our 
people steady, profitable employment. Hav- 
ing learned through bitter experience that 
Wall street has controlled the financial 
legislation at Washington, and knowing 
that every effort will be made to defeat the 
will of the people, we propose to be explicit 
in our declarations. 

Immediate Restoration of Silver. 

‘“‘Actuated by the foregoing principles and 
desiring the prosperity of the people, we 
demand the immediate restoration of the 
free and unlimited coinage of both gold 
and silver as standard money at the ratio 
of sixteen ounces of silver to one of gold of 
equal fineness, with full lengal tender 
power to each metal, without waiting for or 
depending on any other nation of the 
earth: and the delegates from this conven- 
tion to the national democratic convention 
are instructed to use all honorable means 
to secure a similar declaration by said na- 
tional convention and to support only such 
a man for the presidency as is in full and 
pronounced sympathy with these principles. 
We are also opposed to the contraction of 
the currency by the retirement of any part 
of the present outstanding treasury notes. 

“We favor a tariff for revenue only and 
declare that the government should collect 
no more taxes than are necessary to de- 
fray the expenses of the government hon- 
estly and economically administered. 

“We are unalterably opposed to the re- 
vival of any such monstrosity in legisla- 
tion as that act of congress which was 
known as the McKinley law, which 
for the - fiscal year ending -June 
30, 1894, produced .a_ deficit in the 
United States treasury of $70,000,000 under 
which wages were greatly lowered and 
which gave proprietors a monopoly while 
it permitted them to fill their shops with 
the cheapest kind of cheap labor, brought 
from all parts of the earth. We demand 
the abolition of government, by injunction, 
that new form of oppression and weapon of 
the money power never before heard of 
amcng men, whereby a federal judge at 
once became legislator, judge and execu- 
tor. It is absolutely destructive of Amer- 
ican principles; it robs the American citi- 
zen of the right of trial by jury and all 
the protection of the constitution. 

“The arbitrary interference on the part 
of the fedéral government in local affairs, 
by ignoring lawful authorities, is not only 
a violation of the constitution. but a crime 
against free goevrnment, and is destructive 
of the very foundations of democratic and 
republican institutions. We call attention 
to the fact that the national republican 
convention recently in session at St. Louis, 
was absolutely dominated by those men 
who devour the substance of others and 
by those influences which have been so 
prolific of corruption in all branches of the 
public service. That convention yielded 
to the iron hand of the barons of monopo- 
ly and nominated as president the author 
of the most iniquitous tariff bill ever in- 
augurated; and bowing down to the money 
power, declared in favor of a single gold 
standard. 

“We favor an amendment of the federal 
constitution permitting the levying and col- 
lecting of an income tax. 

“The delegates from this convention to 
the national democratic convention are 
instructed to support. only such men for 
the presidency as are in full and pro- 
nounced sympathy with the declarations of 
this platform, and the delegates to the na- 
tional: convention are instructed to vote 
upon all matters, including nominations, 
as a unit.”’ 

Altgeld by Acclamation for Governor. 

The nominations for state officers were 
reported at 6 o’ clock, Governor Altgeld 
was renominated by acclamation amid 
scenes of the wildest enthusiasm. For sec- 
retary of state, Finis C. Downing of the 
seventeenth epngressional district, who, 
in the closing week of congress, Was un- 
seated in favor of Gé Hinaker, won 


out with a majority of 109 over A. L. Here- 
ford, of Mattoon. The ticket complete is: 

For governor—John P. Altgeld. 

For lieutenant governor—Monroe C, Craw- 
ford. 

For secretary of state—Finis C. Downing. 

For auditor of state—W. F. Breck. 

For state treasurer—E@ward C. Pace, 

For attorney general—George A. Trude. 

The delegates at large are Governor 
Altgeld, Secretary of State Hinrichsen, ex- 
Congressman G. W. Fithian and Judge 
Samuel P. McConnell. 

Bitter denunciation of the go!d standard 
element of the east, flings innumerbale at 
President Cleveland and fervent declara- 
tions that the time had arrived when the 
west was prepared to combine against the 
plutocracy of that section of the country 
lying east of the Alleghenies, were the 
most remarkable features of the largest 
and most enthusiastic convention in the 
history of the state democracy of Illinois. 
The stronger the language, moreover, the 
greater was the approbation. 

Boies and Bland Boomers. 

On the early train from the south this 
morning was a delegation of eight Mis- 
sourians whose eleventh hour mission was 
to champion the presidential ambition of 
Qongressman Bland. The best known of 
the party were Norman J. Coleman, who 
was Mr. Cleveland's first seceretary of 
agriculture: Congressman Champ Clark, 
Senator Ball and J. F. Farris. 

After breakfast they were introduced to 
Governor Altgeld, who, while greeting them 
warmly and speaking in warm terms of 
their candidate, held out no ‘hope that the 
convention would adopt any resolution in 
his interest. Afterwards the delegation en- 
deavored to do some mssionary work 
among the crowds in the hotel lobbies. 
Here they encountered Secretary Walsh, of 
the Iowa central committee; Judge Van 
Wagenan, Senators Brewster and Davis, 
and other Iowans who were doing a simi- 
lar service for ex-Governor Boies. 

As the delegates were assembling at the 
tabernacle, it was noticeable th&t an ex- 
tremely large number’ displayed Boles 
badges, while those distributed by the 
Bland boomers were not particularly in evi- 
dence. Delegates and visitors alike also

WILL MAKE LITTLE PROTEST. 


GOLD BEN ARE HOPELESSLY IN 
THE MINORITY. 


Ohio Democrats Will Adopt Free Coin- 
age Resolutions—Warner for 
Permanent Chairman. 


Columbus, O., Jume 23.—The district meet- 
ing elected the committees for the demo- 
cratic state convention tonight. 

The committee on resolutions contains 
but four members who are in favor of 
the present single gold standard. They 
are J. C. Patterson, of Dayton; Frank 
Hurd, of Toledo; Charles J. Estep and 
J. D. Bremer, of Cleveland. The other 
seventeen members are radical advocates 
of free silver. This leaves no further 
doubt that the convention wiib-edopt 4 
free silver resolution. Contesting delega- 
tions in the eighteenth district held sepa- 
rate meetings and selected two sets of 
committee men—one is for gold and the 
other for free silver. The silver members 
will, no doubt, be recognized by the con- 
vention. The gold standard democrats be- 
ing in so hopeless a minority will proba- 
bly make little protest against the free 
coinage plank. 

Governor Campbell, in an interview pub- 
lished this evening, said he was opposed 
to sending John W. Bookwalter and Allen 
W. Thurman to Chicago as delegates. at 
large—Bookwalter, because he had recently 
denounced the democratic party, and Thur- 
man because he was too radical. 

The local democrats are making a hard 
fight against Thurman, and he may be 
defeated for delegate at large. 

The committee on permanent organization 
has decided to make A. J. Warner presi- 
dent of the American Bimetallic League, 
permanent chairman of the convention. 
This is to emphasize the victory of the 
free silver faction. The credentials com- 
mittee agreed to seat the free silver del- 
egates in the Stark county contest. The 
solutions committee is at work tonight. 
It will not conclude its work before to- 
morrow morning. 


FREE COINAvE BY TWO-THIRDS. 


Texas Democrats Will Be Among the 
Majo ‘it:7 at Chicago. 

Austin, Tex., June 23.—The state sound 
money democratic convention and the reg- 
ular democratic convention met here this 
forenoon, 

The former convened in the opera rouse 
with about 400 delegates present, and the 
latter in the convention hall with about 
1,000 in attendance. 

The sound mc.ey men met at 11 o'clock 
and organized by electing ¢«x-Congressman 
E. L. Anthcny chairman. George Clark 
eddressed the convention, strongly advo- 
cating sound moncy and advising that the 
free silver wing be utterly ignored. It was 
determined to elect delegates to the Chi- 
cago convention, and after the appoint- 
ment of ccmmittees on platform and reso- 
lutions the cunvention adjourned unti! 4 
p. m. The delegates to Chicago will go on 
as an advisory delegation to act with the 
sound money delegations from other 
states in the interest of sound finance and 
what they conceive to be true democratic 
principles. 

The State Convention at Work. 

The regular democratic convention 6rgan- 
ized at 12 o’clock by electing Hon, W. L. 
Ramsey, a free silver man, chairman, and 
after appointing committees adjourned to 
3 o'clock. The. convention will send to Chi- 
cago a solid silver delegation, which will 
possibly be instructed for Bland. 

At 3 o’clock, the committee not being 
ready to report, another recess was tsken 
until 8 o’clock. 

The free silver element dominates the 
convention, and a silver delegation will 
be sent to Cnicago. 

At the afternoon session of the sound 
money wing the convention adopted a 
platform repudiating the methods and ac- 
tions of the state democratic executive 
committee in calling the regular conven- 
tion and fixing the mode of electing del- 
egates to the same. It declared that the 
action of the committee necessitates the 
reorganization of the democratic party in 
Texas. It congratulates the country that 
thus far the credit and honor of the na- 
tion have been maintained by President 
Cleveland and Secretary Carlisle. 

Fifteen democratic electors were chosen 
and a state convention called to meet in 
Waco August 25th to nominate candidates 
for state offices. A full delegation was 
elected to attend the Chicago convention 
with ‘‘discretion to act in such Manner as 
in their judgment will best promote the 
integrity and honor of the democratic 
party of the state and nation.”

He Does.

New York, June 23.—Internal Revenue 
Collector William Ryan, of Richmond, Va., 
who has been in Cuba a week visiting Con- 
sul General Lee and who was detained on 
Hoffman island for twenty-four hours be- 
causé he did not have acclimatization pa- 
pers, arrived in this city this afternoon. 
In an interview with a representative of 
the Southern Associated Press Collector 
Ryan decldred that he went to Cuba on 
a purely social visit, but in the next breath 
stated just as positively that he had been 
instructed officially not to talk on the re- 
sult of his visit to Cuba. 

“Do you bring any documents addressed 
to the state department or to President 
Cleveland from General - Lee?’ he was 
asked. A 

“I bring no official documents whatever,”’ 
he replied with a strong accent on official. 

“Do you bring any papers written by 
General Lee and addressed to the state de- 
partment or President Clevedand?’’ 

“I would rather not answer that ques- 
tion, but I have no official papers of any 
sort for Washington.” 

Mr. Ryan told of his trip. 

“I arrived in Havana Saturday morning 
a week ago. The next, Sunday, I dined 
with the consul general, and on Monday 
went on. horseback inte the country as far= 
as the trocha. I was mot molested. 1 met 
several insurgents and talked to them. 
They spoke highly of General Lee and hope- 
ful of their cause. The general sentiment, 
which is very strong, is for annexation to 
the United States. They do not wunt 
libert if liberty means a republic, because 
they see they could not maintain it. When I 
approached the trocha I saw the Sjanish 
guards, and instead of courting an argu- 
ment I turned my horse’s head and retreat- 
ed. I was not halted or even saluted by 
the Spaniards. The whole coumtry to the 
west of Havana as far as I traveled is de- 
vastated by fire. The cane is aH gone, and 
the property is in a generally wretched con- 
dition. General Lee, I may Say, is thor- 
oughly conversant with the military sys- 
tem of both Spaniards and the insurgents 
on the island.” 

Then Mr. Ryan made a peculiar. state- 
ment. He said that General Lee and him- 
self had inspected the trocha from the roof 
of a yacht clubhouse twelve miles from 
Havana. Then he explained that the 
trocha was twenty miles from Havana and 
admitted rather meekly that the inspection 
could not be very minute. while they were 
eight miles away. He also made a decla- 
ration that surprised some of those who 
were conversant with affairs in Cuba. One 
night he was walking about in Havana 
with a newspaper correspondent. 

“Would you Tlike to meet 
Maceo?” his companion asked. 

“Yean.* 

“Well, we will go and look him up.” 

So they started after the insurgent Cu-

cafes he found the man of war with two or 
three companions. 

“We swapped pictures,” said Mr. Ryan. 
‘IMaceo, of course, was not in uniform and 
Was dressed very poorly.” 

“How did he get past the trocha and is 
it not dangerous for a man like Maren to 
be parading around Havana?” 

“Well, yes: it is a little dangerous,” re- 
plied Mr. Ryan, ‘‘but you know the Span- 
iards are asleep half the time. Why it is 
said down there that he visits Havana 
about once a week to talk to the American 
agents of the revolutionary party.”’ 

Mr. Ryan said he tried to draw Maceo 
out regarding the condition of affairs on 
the island and that he replied: 

“I do net Know much about the civil end 
of this question. I am here for war and 
intend to stick to it to the end.”’ 

iMr. Ryan described General Weyler as a 
remarkably courteous but determined- 
looking man. Mir. Ryan admitted that he 
brought information from Cuba, but would 
not admit that it was in writing. He said 
that as a matter of fact General Lee start- 
ed to work on the Cuban report on Thurs- 
day last and that it would leave Havana 
on the Ward line steamship sailing from 
there on Thursday. Mr. Ryan said he tn- 
en to take an early train for Washing- 
on. 
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NO CRISIS IN CUBAN MATTERS. 
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Olney’s Absence from Washington Dis- 
credits the Rumors Circulated. 

Washington, June 23.—Further doubt is 
thrown on the story that anything like a 
crisis is imminent in Cuban matters or that 
any important request on the subject is ex- 
pected by the fact that Secretary of State 
Olney has gone out of the city, presumably 
to join his family in Massachusetts. 

A large number of officials are preparing 
to attend the Chicago convention. Most of 
them will leave here so as to be in Chicago 
with the advance guard. Nothing has been 
heard here from or about President Cleve- 
land and his fishing companions since they 
left Washington on the lighthouse tender 
Violet Sunday night. Private Secretary 
Thurber said he did not know where the 
president was, but presumed that he was 
anchored somewhere down the Potomac. It 
is suggested that the party found the Po- 
tomac too muddy for river fishing and eith- 
er proceeded down the Chesapeake bay or 
tried some of the potomac tributaries for 
bass. There is another theory suggested 
by the presence of Mr. Carlisle on board, 
this being the first time he has accompanied 
the president on one of these excursions 
without the company of other cabinet off- 
cers, that the president and the secretary 
of the treasury may have sought the seclu- 
sion which the Potomac grants to prepare 
some additional financial deliverance prior 
to the meeting‘of the Chicago convention. 
No confirmation of this theory is at hand. 


IHAT ALLEGED LEE LETTER. 


Officials at Washington Decline To 
Eelieve That It Has Been Written. 
Washington, June 23.—The publication of 

an alleged letter said to have been written 

by Consul General Fitzhugh Lee,at Hava- 
na. to “a relative in this city’’ (name not 
xiven), is regarded by the state depart- 


ment officials with grave suspicion. Until 
the identity of the “relative’’ is established 
they refuse to believe that Consul General 
Lee, charged with important semi-diplo- 
matic duties, can have discussed public 
matters of such grave importance through 
the medium of private correspondence and 
it is certainly regarded as incredible that 
he could have authorized the publication of 
his letter. Until official confirmation is re- 
ceived from Consul General Lee that he has 
done so, the story will be treated by the 
department as an invention. 

The letter referred, to discusses the situ- 
ation in Cuba in about the same terms of 
condemnation of the Spaniards and lauda- 
tion of the Cubans as have been adopted 
by many newspaper correspondents favora- 
ble to the Cuban cause during the past 
few months. The alleged letter so exactly 
coincides with what has been published 
from the pens of these correspondents that 
it might easily have been written in Wash- 
ington. It adds nothing to the general 
stock of information upon‘the situation in 
Cuba and its value, if genuine, consists of 
the semi-official confirmation it gives of 
the published stories of incredible Spanish 
brutality and Cuban sacrifice, heroism and 
success. 


HE HAS MADE NO REPORT. 


General Lee Cabels That He Has Made 
No Report on Cuba. 

New York, June 23.—A special cable dis- 
patch to The Herald from Havana says: 
Consul General Lee yesterday made a 
diplomatic denial of dispatches printed in 
New York and Washington in regard to his 
report on the situation in Cuba, already 
forwarded. The dispatches sent on Satur- 
day, he says, were simply on routine mat- 
ters. His report upon the political-mili- 
tary situation in the island, he says, is 
yet incomplete. 

La Discuscion ridicules a special dispatch 
from its Washington correspondent saying 
it is believed there that war is probable 
between the United States and Spain as a 
consequence of the consul general’s report. 

The exodus from the island continues. 
The steamer Buenos Ayres left on Satur- 
day for Spain, carrying 849 passengers. 
The rebels have destroyed the sugar es- 
tates of Isabel Indarra and San Juan, near 
Calimete, in Matanzas province. 

The police guarding the famous Toledo 
sugar estate, near Havana, were yesterday 
withdrawn, the mayor of Havana saying 
the police were not to be used for garrison 
duty. 

LaLuchas, correspondent in Artemisa, re- 
ports that Maceo’s main body recently 
crossed near San Cristobal. Judging from 
the direction taken, he believes the rebel 
chief is approaching as near as possible tio 
the trocha. 


WILL MAKE IT HARD ON LEE. 


If His Report Is as Rumored, His Stay 


Will Be Difficult. 

London, June 23.—The Stardard publishes 
a dispatch from Madrid saying that the 
government is still uninformed officially of 
the report which General Fitzhugh Lee, 
the American consul general at Havana, 
has made to his government about the sit- 
uation in Cuba. 

If the tenor of the report is as ts stated 
in unofficial dispatches received in Madrid, 
it will make General Lee's stay in Havana 
difficult. The dispatch adds that the sen- 
ate yesterday debated the questions of 
the relations between Spain and the Unit- 
ed States.

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SMALLPOX AND YELLOW FEVER. 
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Sanitary Inspectors from Cuba Re- 

port Deaths by the Wholesale. 

Washington, June 23.—Reports to the Sur- 
geon general of the marine hospital service 
from the United States sanitary inspectors 
in Cuba show terrible increases of deaths 
from contagious diseases in the island. Dr. 
Camerino writes that the cases of small- 
pox which can be counted by the hundreds 
are increasing daily. Yellow fever has de- 
creased somewhat and there are only two 
deaths reported this week. Malarial affec- 
tions of the most deadly character are very 
common and especially the remittent and 
pernicious forms, among them dysentery. 

The American consul at Sagua la Grande 
reports that the yellow fever is on the in- 
crease among the troops at this point and 
from Cienfuegos the consul reports forty- 
nine death from smallpox and increasing 
yellow fever for the past week. 
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TO SUCCEED CLEVELAND. 
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Editor and Banker Barker Is Posing 
as a Presidential Candidate. 

Philadelphia, June 23.—The boom : of 
Wharton Barker, the Philadelphia banker 
and editor of The American, was started 
this afternoon by Judge J. M. Washburn, 
of Colorado, a prominent member of the 
Denver bar and one of the leaders of the 
silver forces in the west. Judge Washburn 
came east a few days ago to open a silver 
presidential campaign and intends to fight 
side by side with Mr. Barker until the lat- 
ter is made a presidential candidate. 

The Judge is making arrangements with 
‘“‘Joe’’ Blackburn, of Kentucky, for a big 
silver meeting of young men to take place 
in New York, possibly within a week when 
the Barker boom will be pushed along with 
a rush. In an interview today Judge 
Washburn said: 

“It is no detriment to any other man to 
affirm that in the variety and grasp of 
Mr. Barker’s mind and qualification, he 
would make a president that would honor 
the republic, return to the first. principles 
of the constitution and administcr the 
government in the interests of liberty and 
of the people of the government as has 
not been done for a long time. 

‘‘Nominated and sustained by the bimet- 
allists of the country,.rejecting the novel 
heresy of gold monometallism and the de- 
lusive catch words of ‘sound money’ and 
advocating the return to the money of the 
constitution for eight years. Mr. Barker 
will surely be elected to _the presidential 
office for which he is particularly fitted. I 
do not hesitate to affirm that Mr. Barker 
is the very man that answers to the pecu- 
liar exigencies of the greatest crisis of the 
nation, in which is again before the people 
the great struggle for independence from 
the domination of English feudalism in 
the form of moneyed aristocracy.” 


“TRUE FACTS” TROM HAVANA

Report That the Rebels Are Stiil Be- 
ing Defeated. 

Havana, June 23.—General Genzalez Mu- 
noz reports that on June 79th he left Bra- 
males estates, near Cabanas, province of 
Pinar del Rio, and marched toward the 
Rubi hills. The rebels opened fire upon the 
troops from a strong position, but after a 
vigorous attack were obliged to retreat. 

Continuing their march on June 20th the 
troops captured a rebel camp at Aiimar, 
after a short defense. The troops destroycd 
insurgent plantations and burned over 300 
huts, The rebels were commanded by 
Bandera, Delgado and Diaz. They left 
fourteen dead on the field and carried marty 
wounded on their retreat. Nine prisoners 
were taken by the Spaniards. They will 
be summarily court martialed. The troops 
lost thirteen* wounded, including Lieuten- 
ant Sergeant. 

A filibuster'ng expedition which landed 
recently between Varadero and Camarioca, 
near Cardenas, had am engagement with 


the troops under Colonel Gaston. The 
fighting lasted five hours and the filibusters 
were dislodged from their position. ‘The 
rebels, who wete commanded by Ricardo 
Trujillo, lost twenty-three killed and many 
wounded. The Spanish loss was nineteen 
wounded, including a captain. The troops 
are in pursuit of the rebels, who fled into 
the interior. 

Two brothers named Joaquin and Jaime 
Bucet, who were accused of complicity in 
the recent blowing up of bridges, have con- 
fessed their guilt, but declare that they 
caused the explosions as anarchists and 
not as rebels. 


WILL MOVE AGAINST MACEO. 


Two Generals Have Been Instructed To 
Invade Pinar del Rio. 

Havana, June 23.—Despite the recent an- 
nouncement that no active operations 
would be carried on against the rebels dur- 
ing the rainy season, Generals Munoz, Mel- 
guizo and. Valcarcel have received orders 
to inaugurate in the province of Pinar del 
Rio important operations against Maceo. 
The military officers here think that im- 
portant results will be obtained from this 
move against the insurgents. General Mu- 
noz commands six battalions, with four 
cannon; General Melguizo, four battalions, 
with two cannon and General Valicarcel, 
two battalions, with two cannon. 


RIFLES FOR CUBA. 


A Member of the Cuban Junta Said 

To Be Fitting Out an Expedition. 

New York, June 23.—The Recorder says 
that Dr. J. D. Castillo, a member of the 
Cuban junta, is in Baltimore fitting out an 
expecition which he will lead to Cuba. It 
is said that he has bought a steamer which 
will take one of the largest expeditions 
ever sent to Cuba. The cargo will consist 
of 2,500 rifles, 1,000,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion, 2,000 machetes, three tons of dyna- 
mite and seven Hotchkiss guns. This expe- 
dition is going to Maceo’s camp. 


SPAIN SENCS MORE MEN 


For the Insurgents and Yellow Fever 


T> Wipe Out. 

Madrid, June £3.—In addition to the 40,000 
troops which these dispatches have hereto- 
fore announced would be sent to Cuba in 
September, 40,000 will be dispatched in Oc- 
tober and 20,000 more before January. It is 
announced that the government will intro- 
duce in the cortes a bill dealing with Cuba. 
Ex-Prime Minister Sagasta will support 
this measure. Its contents have not been 
divulged. 

Americans Land in Cuba. 

Madrid, June 23.—A dispatch to The Im- 
parcial from Havana says that an expedi- 
tioi, consisting of 200 Americans and a 
quantity of dynamite and a number of 
Mauser rifles, landed a few days ago near 
Cardenas. Thy were attacked by a Span- 
ish force and compeiled to retreat. The 
Spaniards captured the munitions of war 
and are in pursuit of the filibusters., 

Where Are the Arms? 

Tampa, Fla., Jume 23.—The steamer Com- 
modore, which left Charleston: for this 
port last Wednesday with a cargo of arms 
arrived today. When searched by customs 
officials no arms were found, Captain Mor- 
ton explaining that the heavy weather 
forced him to throw the munitions over- 
board. It is believed, however, that the 
munitions are now in the hands of the Cu- 
ban insurgemts. 

General Lee’s Brother Denies the Story. 

Fredericksburg, Na., June 23.—Consul Gen- 
eral Lee’s brother, Captain D. M. Lee, of 
Stafford county, Virginia, who is in con- 
stant correspondence with his brother, de- 
nies emphatically that General Lee has 
written the private letter concerning Cuban 
affairs reported in the morning papers, 


ANOTHER FLOWING WELL. 


Great Excitement in the Oil District 
of Tennessee. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., June 23.—(Special.)— 
Another flowing well was struck in Fent- 
ress county today and is flowing more 
oil than the celebrated Bobs Bar well. The 
new well is located on the David Beatty 
farm near Little Crab postoffice, about two 
miles east of Bobs Bar, on the bank of 
the Obey river. There is great excitement. 
Several other wells are down to the oil 
sand and are expected to strike oil at any 
moment. Word has been sent out by tele- 
graph and a rush is expected tomorrow. 
The finding of the two flowing wells sets 
at rest all doubts as to the value of the 
field. 


CONSERVATIVES OVERTHROWN., 


The Election in Canada Was One of 
the Bitterest in Its History. 


Toronto, Ont., June 23.—The general elec- 
tions for the dominion parliament took 
place throughout the dominion today and 
the contest was probably the most hotly 
contested and in some respects the most 
bitter in the history of Canada. The re- 
sult is the complete overthrow of the con- 
servative government led by Sir Charles 
Tupper. 

The vote at midnight stands: Liberals, 111; 
conservatives, 79; independents, 8; pa- 
trons, 4. 

There are still eleven constituencies to 
hear from, but it ia conceded that Mr. Lau- 
rier, liberal leader, will, on the assembling 
of the house, have a clean majority of 46, 
irrespective of the independents and pa- 
trons. There was much excitement through- 
out the country but the voting passed off 
quietly. 


NOW PENSION THE DRIVER. 


Ex-President and Mrs. Harrison Have 
a Narrow Escape. 

Indianapolis, June 23.—Ex-President and 
Mrs. Harrison were in extreme danger of 
being crushed between an electric car and 
a trolley pole an East Washington street 
yesterday afternoon. They were in their 
carriage, drawn by two spirited horses. 
When the driver attempted to cross the 
street he did no see the electric car that 
stood on the north track a few feet from 
the electric pole. <As the driver turned 
upon the track the horses became excited, 
and the gong of another car going east 
on the opposite track sounded. The driver 
realized his perilous position and suddenly 
turned the horses so they could pass _be- 
tween the pole and the car, though tne 
space was so narrow it seemed impossible 
to make the passage without striking one 
or the other. The horses plunged forward 
and passed through safely.

That Is Now Gathering For the State 
Convention. 


MACON WILL BE CROWDED 


Before the Democratic Party Begins 
Its Work. 


THE SENTIMENT; THE PEOPLE EXPRESSED 


Will Be Echoed by. the Delegates in 
the Platform and the Work 
Thursday. 


Macon, Ga., June 23.—(Special.)—All the 
candidates for judges and solicitor general] 
are here. Governor Atkinson and Chair- 
man Steve Clay and Captain Evan P. How- 
ell, and Congressman Charles Mores, head- 
ing the Coweta delegation, are here. The 
regular Chatham delegation is also here, 
but the candidates for state offices fill the 
hotels and the crowd is alreudy so large 
that it does not seem possible any sleeping 
quarters in the hotels can be found to 
sandwich in the delegates that will arrive 
between now and tomorrow. evening 
when caucus will meet. 

The buzz of the candidate for judges 
and solicitors fills all space tonight. The 
newspaper correspondents’ ears are filled 
with the whispers, ‘‘Can’t you say a good 
word for Billy Jones, or Jimmy Smith, who 
wants to be solicitor of the Sandycreek 
circuit?”

Governor Atkinson and all the state house 
officers will be unanimously renominated.

Horse Tom Lyons running against Colo- 
nel Nesbitt for commissioner of agricul.

Congressman Charley Moses, who heads 
the Coweta delegation, will probably make 
the speech nominating Governor Atkin- 
son.

DUNCAN GETS 
APTER EVANS 


Demanding a Show of Fees Out of the 
Bond Transaction. 


WITHOUT GLOVES EVANS 


Is Handled by the New EERE 


Candidate. 


THE GOVERNOR'S BROTHER TAKES A HAND 


From the Audience He Gives the Lie, 
but No Blows Are Passed—Girl 
Named for Evans. 


Kingstree, 8. C., June 23.—Interest in the 
senatorial contest was high here today, 
and the announcement made this after- 
noon that Judge Earl thad, late last night, 
again filed his pledge to enter the race and 
it had been accepted, added a new feature. 
When Governor Evans made the an- 
nouncement of General Earl’s entry in the 
race he said he would rip him up the back 
when he came on the stump; that he had 
better if he was going to run the race, 
get some one to sit on the bench and come 
before the people. General Earl is re- 
garded as one of the ablest men in the 
state. 

The joint debate between Governor Ev- 
ans and John T. Duncan for the senate 
was the feature of the day. Mr. Duncan 
opened the debate and had the reply, 
Goverror Evans speaking two hours be- 
tveen. Duncan demanded that Evans get 
Broker Rhind, of Augusta, to produce the 
books of original entry to show what fees 
Evans got out of the bond transaction. 
Nothing else would clear it up. Evms's 
statement, he said, showed that only $17,- 
000 of the commissions was locked up in 
Baltimore, but he had not said what be- 
came of the balance—eighty-odd thousand. 
It was his duty to the state to show that 
no agreement had existed between himself 
and Mr. Rhind as to a division of the 
spoils. He ‘had not said what he was g0- 
ing to get. He charged the state for 
bringing a friendly case and Governor 
Tillman told him he dic not deserve any. 

In referring to Evans's ccrnection with 
the dispersary, Dunvan intimated that a 
circular bad been issued from the govern- 
or’s office to all dispensaries requiring 
them to give bond in a surety company, 
and that the governor's brother, an agent 
for such a compeny, had gone around and 
got the insurance. In this connection RB. 
B. Evans, in the audience said: “That's a 
lie!’’ Goverror Evans sprang up and told 
his brother to hush vp. Duncan took no 
notice of it. 

tovernor Evans devoted much of his 
speech to ridiculing Duncan unmervifully 
on account of his financial failures and in- 
tellecttal teficiencies. Then he repeated 
his bond Stateit ent made at Manning. The 
dispensary circular he knew nothing of, as 
it had been issued without his knowledge. 
As to Mr. Rhind’s books, they could not 
be called for until Mr. Rhind had bean 
proved a per@irer, That was acording to 
all rules of law and its procedure, Mr. 
Riind madé a sworn statement, which had 
been published, and it must be disproved. 
What right had he or Mr. Duncan to de- 
mand to see Mr. Rhind’s books, whether 
Rhind had or had not sworn to a lie on 
the stand? 

There was a fee due him, he said, as 
Rhind’s lawyer in the bond case, It haa 
not been fixed, because he knew Rhind 
would pay him what was right, And he 
charged a fee to the syndicate for drawing 
a bond. Governor Tillman paid members 
of the legislature fees for legal work, and 
why should he be expected to work for a 
yankee syndicate for nothing? Governor 
Evans said if Duncan expected to ‘‘take 
a muddy sow and get into the United 
States senate,’’ he had better jump in a 
river and feed the fishes. He promised to 
leave only a grease spot of his opponent 
by the end of the campaign. Duncan's 
head, he said, was bald, but he should 
not play the buzzard act. 

A man in the crowd told the governor 
he had named his girl after him.

H. CLAY EVANS HAS BEEN TO 
SEE THE BOSS. 


Says the Financial Plank of the St. 
Louis Platform Was Made by the 
Western Men. 


Chattanooga, Tenn.; June 23.—(Special.)— 
H. Clay Evans returned tonight direct 
from Canton, O., where he had been in 
conference with Major McKinley as to the 
eourse of the southern campaign. Mr. 
Evans attributes his defeat for the vice 
presidency to the action of New York and 
Pennsylvania in agreeing to vote as a unit. 

“The financial plank,’’ said Mr. Evens, 
“was the proper thing, and the story that 
Platt and the eastern delegates forced the 
platform on McKinley is all wrong. ‘The 
platform, gold standard and all, was pre- 
pared by the west and put in shape be- 
fore the eastern delegates came on. Mr. 
Fairbanks outlined the platform in his 
speech, which was prepared a week in ad- 
vanee and had been seen by the leaders 
and by McKinley.

The Platform Demands the Immedi- 
ate Restoration. 
Indianapolis, Ind:, June 23.—The demo- 
cratic state convention meets here tomor- 
row. Governor Matthews will control the 
organization and it is altogether probable 
that free silver will win. There will be 
a fight, however, as a minority report will 
be introduced. District conventions were 


hela throughout the state today, some of 


them being attended with considerable 
excitement. To the surprise of everybody 
the “sound money” people were able to 
control the tenth district, and put a ‘‘sound 
mioney’’ man on the resolutions committee, 
as well as two “‘sound nroney’”’ men on the 
Chicago delegation. J. F. Gallaher, of 
Michigan City, will bring in the minority 
report favoring a gold standard plank and 
it will be supported by W. D. Bynum and 
other leaders on the floor. The delegates 
to the Chicago convention were elected 
in this, the seventh, district tonight. 
The ‘‘sound money” men elected two in 
the tenth and two in the seventh, but one 
of these latter is contested by the silver 
men. The plan of Governor Matthews to 
gain control of the seventh district con- 
vention failed because the credentials com- 
mittee did@ not get through its work in 


time to see the silver delegates before the. 


meeting of the district. One other gold 
delegate was elected in the third district, 
but he was tied up with silver instruc- 
tions. 

J. G. Shanklin declined to stand as a 
candidate for governor and the nomina- 
tion will thus go to ex-Congressman B. F. 
Shively, of South Bend, Ind., by acclama- 
tion. He is a radical silver man. 

The financial plank in the 
reads: 

“We maintain the time-honored demto- 
cratic principle of bimetallism and reiter- 
ate our allegiance to that soundest and 
most honest monetary system, and demand 
the immediate and independent restoration 
of silver by the free and unlimited coinage 
of both gold and silver as primary money 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, without awaiting the 
action or consent of any other nation, such 
coinage to be full legal tender for all debts 
public and private.”’ 

The other planks in the platform declare 
in favor of the present tariff law on the 
theory that the lack of free coinage is the 
sole cause of the present depressed finan- 
cial conditions; gives Governor Matthews 
a strong indorsement for the presidential 
nonrination; declares strongly in favor of 
the independence of Cuba; demands the 
felection’ of United States senators by 
popular vote, and reaffirms the “timé- 
honored doctrine’’ of personal rights with- 
out specifically mentioning the Nicholson

STARTED OFF WITH A ROW, 


Shepardites and Kings County Demo- 
crats Quarreling at Saratoga. 

Saratoga, N. Y., June 23.—-All of the 
prominent democratic leaders of the empire 
state and minor leaders by the score are 
here in readiness for tomorrow's conven- 
tion, at which delegates at large to the Chi- 
cago convention will be chosen and district 
delegates named. 

Outside of delegates and alternates the at- 
tendance here of convention followers is 
followers it light.

The promises of Mr. Whitney and the 
sound money plank to be adopted are al- 
most the only features of importance. The 
opposition to the gold standard is so slight 
that Mr. Whitney’s présence was not need- 
ed to assure a financial plank which would 
be acceptable to the business men of the 
State, 

Mr. Whitney and Senator Hill had a long 
‘talk late this afternoon and so far as can 
be learned are agreed as to the programme 
to be followed. 

The state committee met at 8:30 this even- 
ing. James W. Hinckley, chairman, pre- 
sided. Two vacancies on the committee 
were filled. The chairman was instructed 
to present the name of John Boyd Thacher 

‘of Albany, for temporary chairman of the 
convention. The chairman announced that 
members of committees and officers of the 
convention would be made by conyressit nal 
instead of senatorial districts. The plat- 
form which will be adopted will folluw very 
much on the lines of the former declara- 
tions by the democracy of this state. 

President Cleveland’s administration will 
be indorsed. The financial plank will be 
a strong declaration of international bi- 
metallism—the present gold standard to be 
maintained until leading commercial na- 
tions agree to act in concert establishing 
coinage values for gold and silver. Free 
colnage of silverat present ratio will be 
declared impracticable. 

A strong declaration in favor of free Cu: 
ba will be made, and the unit rule in na- 
tional convention will be advocated. 

The New York delegates held meetings to- 
night to select district delegates to Chica- 
go. It is practically settled that the selec- 
tion of presidential electors will be deferred 
until the fall convention instead of being 
made at this time. This change is due to 
the URCMRMELY as to the outeome ai Chi- 
cazgo.

“We, the democrats of Wisconsin, in 
state convention assembled, indorse the 
wise and patriotic administration of Presi- 
dent Cleveland. We commend the course 
in congress of our able senators, William 
F. Vilas and John L. Mitchell, in their 
faithful adherence to the principle of the 
democrats of Wisconsin. We believe that 

a tariff for revenue only would extend 
American commerce to the uttermost parts 
of the earth and untrammelled industry 
would advance our country to the fore- 
most place among the nations. We are, 


therefore, firm in our adherence to the doc- - 


trine enunciated by the last national demo- 
cratic convention, that this government 
should impose no tariff taxes except for 
revenue, @ 

“We believe that the demands of a com- 
merce built upon the broad and enlightened 
doctrine of free trade requires a currency 
that cannot be discredited in any civilized 
country.

Benson’s Statement. 

“T yisited a lady friend until 11 o'clock 
last night; I had a wretched headache, 
ard on leaving concluded to go out fora 
ride in the country with the expectation 
that the fresh air would stop it. I was on 
the Milledgeville rpad, five miles from the 
city, riding along near a hedge when I 
was struck.

A Colony of 500 Will Leave Alabama 
This Fall.

ca, addressed 1,000 negroes here tonight, 
urging them to emigrate to Liberia.

It Is Not Known Whether He Escaped 
or Not. 


Yorkville, S. C., June  23.—(Special.)— 
There is a mysterious sensation at Corp,

poor but respectable white lady, Miss Wal- 
lace, was hoeing cotton in a field, when a 
negro approached her and made an infa- 
mous proposal. The lady raised her hoe 
in a threatening manner and screamed for 
help. The negro ran away and as soo® as 
the neighbors could be aroused a pursuit 
was started and continued for nearly two 
days. It is not known as to what disposie 
tion was made of the negro—if he was 
caught at all. 


DID NOT WEAR MASKS, 


But They Took the Negro from the 
Jail and Hung Him. 


Nashville, Tenn., June 23.—A special to 
The Sun from Trenton, Tenn., says that 
the negro who was brought there some 
weeks ago and lodged in jail for safe- 
keeping, having been charged with rape 
in Weakley county, was taken from the 
jailer this morning at 1 o’clock and hanged 
to a tree about one mile from town.

 EX-GOVERNOR CHAMBERLAIN 


WRITES A LETTER TO YALE COL- 
LEGE CORPORATION. 


Does Not Hold the Anti-Southern Sen- 
timents of Dr. Twitchell—Says 
Honor the Heroes. 


New Haven, Conn., June 23.—Coming 
closely upon the anti-southern statements 
by Rev. Dr. Twitchell, of the Yale corpora- 
tion, ex-Governor D. 'H. Chamberlain, of 
South Carolina, sends the following to the 
Yale corporation, which was read at the 
meeting today. It will be discussed at the 
alumni dinner tomorrow. The letter reads 


as follows: 

“New York, June 18.—To the Treasurer 
of Yale University. Dear Sir: Having re- 
cently received a certain honorarium for a 
literary service which I feel I can use as I 
may choose, without injustice to my family 
or mryself, I wish to give the greater part 
of it to the authorities of Yale university 
for a specific purpose. It is now more than 
thirty-one years since our great civil war 
was ended. Time enough has passed to 


compose in great degree, I think, almost 
entirely, the bitter strifes of opinion and 
the inflamed feelings which such a strug- 
gle must give rise to. Each side is now 
engaged in the work of honoring the mem- 
ories of those who were conspicuous by 
their services or their deaths in the con- 
tests. It is altogether right that it should 
be so. Heroism, self-sacrifice, devotion to 
public interests were highly illustrated on 
both sides. It is not important in com- 
parison with other results that the two 
sections should ever think alike about the 
merits of the question there involved. The 
thing of most moment is that the great 
examples which both sides gave should 
not be forgotten. Impressed with these 
thoughts, I have been grieved to see that 
no movement has been begun to set at 
Yale a suitable memorial of those of her 
students and graduates who took part in, 
and especially of those who lost their lives 
in the civil war, and I long ago resolved 
that if I could ever do it I would in some 
way do what, I econcelved to be my duty in 
this reward. I now therefore tender to you 
the sum of $200, herewith ineclosed, to- 
ward the erection at Yale of such perma- 
nent visible anu specific memorial in the 
university that the authorities may con- 
sider appropriate to the end I have stated. 

“Of the form or character of the me- 
morial I have nothing now to say or sug- 
gest. Of course I hope my small contribu- 
tion may be the beginning of a fund large 
enough to do what Tlarvard, Bowdoin and 
many other universities and colleges, with 
a far smaller roll of graduates and friends 
than Yale, have already done. Permit me 
to add that I have given the rest of the 
sum first referred to to what I regard as 
an equally worthy as well as kindred ob- 
ject—the support of the confederate soldiers 
orphans’ home in the city of Charleston, S. 
C. If within the next two years no such 
further sums be contributed for the pur- 
pose here named as whl enable the au- 
thorities of Yale to erect a suitable memori- 
al then I give the amount hereby tendered 
to the university absolutely to be used at 
its pleasure. Very respectfully,

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MAIL POUCHES STOLEN. 


They Conrained Over a Thousand Let- 
ters, Some of Them Valuable. 
Columbus, Ga., June 23.—(Special.)—At 
McDonough, the terminus of the Georgia 
Midland railway, near Griffin, three mail 
sacks, containing in all at least a thousand 
letters, were stolen from the station by 
some bold thieves Sunday night and robbed 
of their contents, which consisted almost 
entirely of letters. The pouches were after- 
wards discoveréed in a pine thicket, about 
four hundred yards away from the depot. 
No clew to the bold thieves has been discov- 
ered and it fs the supposition that they 
were tramps. The Georgia Midland touches 
the East Tennessee road there and this is a 
great tramp railway. The three pouches 
had been placed in the station for the 
night. One was from the East Tennessee 
train and the other two were off the Geor- 
gia Midland evening train, brought up from 
Columbus to be distributed along the route 
of the road the next morning. The tele- 
graph operator at McDonough stays at the 
little depot all night and it is his custom 
not to lock the outside door at night. ‘It 
is said he has been warned against this as 
being careless, but doubtless anticipated no 
such bold theft. Sunday night some bold 
persons took advantage of the situation 
and slipping in quietly stole the three 
pouches. They chose leather pouches in- 
stead of canvas bags, Knowing the they 
ran more chance of getting something of 
value in the former.

While he was away the bank officers dis- 
covered that the bank was short about 
$1,500. Several large checks had been. re-

Brady has not been seen since last Satur- 
day night by any of his friends here, He 
stopped at Salisbury on his way back from 
the convention, and has not yet turned up.

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COLLIER'S CHARGE: 
--BIGBY'S REPLY 


Warm Words Between the Members of 
the Eagle and Phenix. 


SIZZING ACCUSATIONS SENT 


Mr. Collier Stamps a Statement “Ab- 


solutely False.’’ 


“YOU'RE ANOTHER,” SAYS JUDGE BIGBY 
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Declares ThatgIt Was Mr. Collier Who 
Was in the’ Wrong—How the 
Matter Stands. 


Mr. Charles A. Collier yesterday made 
a statement in which he denied very em- 
phatically that Judge Bigby was free from 
responsibility in not calling the directors’ 
meeting of the Eagle & Phenix Company in 
Columbus last Saturday. 

It will be remembered that Judge’ Bigby 
stated a few days ago, in answer to the 
charge that he had not called the meet- 
ing, though urged to do so by three mem- 
bers of the board of directors, that he 
had authorized Mr. Collier to call the meet- 
ing in his stead. 

Mr. Collier yesterday pronounced this 
statement of Judge Bigby as ‘‘absolutely 
false.’’ He said that Judge Bigby prom- 
ised to call the meeting and failed to do 
so, knowing full well that no One but the 
president had any right to call the meeting. 

In reference to the much discussed raise 
in salary from $5,000 to $20,000, Mr. Collier 
characterized Judge Bigby’s explanation of 
how the affair occurred as an “idiotic at- 
tempt to conceal the real facts.’’ 

Mr. Collier insisted that Judge Bigby 
had secured proxies from members of his 
family for a majority of the stock and 
had elected a board of directors composed 
of his kinspeople in spite of the protests 
of Collier and other stockholders. This 
board of directors included Judge Bigby, 
Mrs. EF. K. Bigby, his wife; Mrs. L. M. 
Gordon, his sister-in-law; McAllen Marsh, 
his son-in-law, and C, C. Parrott, his 
son-in-law. 

Speaking about this matter, Mr. 
said: 

“After accomplishing this he _ notified 
Mr. Graves and myself that he would not 
hold a meeting of the directors for organ- 
ization at once as had been the previous 
custom, but would call us together for 
that purpose some time during the next 
week. We then returned to Atlanta and 
the wily judge immediately summoned the 
members of his family whom he had elect- 
ed directors and without notice to Mr. 
Graves and myself, held a meeting of the 
board on the second day after the stock- 
holders’ meeting, at which were present, 
in addition to the members of his family 
as above; only Dr. Warnock and Mr. Be- 
thune, brother-in-law of Dr. Warnock. 

“At this meeting Judge Bigby was elect- 
ed president and Dr. Warnock vice presi- 
dent, and on motion of Mr. Marsh, son-in- 
law of Judge Bigby, the salary of th* 
president was fixed at $20,000 per annum 
and of the vice president at $2,500 per an- 
num. .When it is understood that prior 
to this meeting the vice president was 
never paid a salary, his duties being mere- 
ly nominal, the motive which prompted 
this liberality on the part of the Bigby 
contingent can be appreciated, and throws 
a little light upon the recent failure to 
secure a quorum of directors. On the next 
day after the meeting above referred to, 
the judge held another meeting of his 
board, still without notifying Mr. Graves 
and myself, at which the minutes of the 
preceding meeting were confirmed and 
some minor matters of mere detail were 
transacted. 

“At the next meeting, therefore, only the 
minutes of this immaterial meeting was 
read and thus the fact of this enormous 
increase in the president’s salary and the 
creation of the vice president's salary was 
concealed from the other members of the 
board, who have only recently learned the 
same. 

“IT have thus merely outlined the facts 
in reference to matters touched on by 
Judge Bigby in his so-called ‘statement.’ 
There are other and tar graver matters 
in connection with the judge’s manage- 
ment of the mills, which the court will 
deal with at the proper time, and which it 
is not proper for me to discuss at this 
time.”’ 

Judge Bigby’s Warm Reply. 

When seen last night in reference to the 
card of Mr. Collier Judge Bigby said: 

‘Referring to the interview of Mr. Col- 
lier which appeared yesterday, I feel that 
it calls for a reply. He does not deny that 
although a director and his duty to the 
trust required him to attend the meetings 
of the directory and aid in the conduct of 
the affairs of the company he persistently 
refused. His presence could not be had for 
several years, nor does he deny that I 
tendered him the presidency of the com- 
pany with a board of directors of his own 
selection, and he said he would not accept 
it at any price. 

‘In reference to the call for the meeting of 
the board of directors, I have to say that 
in the presence of Mr. M. B. Marsh and 
Mr. Charles C. Parrott I authorized him 
to notify the board of directors to attend 
a meeting on Saturday at noon in Colum- 
bus. He replied all right and left. On the 
next day he and Mr. Graves issued a call 
and it was sent to me, my wife and Mr. 
Marsh, and doubtless to Dr. Womack and 
Mr. Bethune. He knows that this is true 
and when he says to the contrary he falsi- 
files the truth. The insinuation that I well 
knew why the directors did not attend the 
meeting is absolutely false. He is in error 
when he says that I notified him after the

nual stockholders’ meeting that I would 
not hold a meeting of the directors for or- 
ganization at once, for I did not see him 
after the adjournment. I understood that 
he had lost a relative somewhere, and that 
he in company with Mr. Sam Parrott left 
for Atlanta on a special train. 

“So far as my salary is concerned I have 
no apologies to make or errors to admit. 
in having accepted the raising of my salary 
to $20,000. The arduous character of my 
duties, the immense personal responsibili- 
ties assumed, the monopolizing of my en- 
tire time and attention, I am quite satis- 
fied would be regarded by fair-minded busi- 
ness men as fully entitling me to that 
amount of remuneration. I would like to 
say further in this connection, that I never 
received this amount of salary. In regard 
to those relatives of mine who were elected 
on the board of directors I also have no 
apologies to make. Their large holdings 
of stock entitled them to such positions, 
and I have yet to learn that the fact of 
stockholders being related to an officer 
of a corporation debars them the privilege 
of being on the board of directors. As to 
the salary of Dr. Womack I felt then and 
do now that he deserved it. He had been 
invaluable to me in aiding me to raise 
funds to run the mills when no other direc- 
tors would. He not only lent his name but 
used his collaterals in an effort to sustain 
the mills and keep them running, and I 
cannot now remember that he was ever ab- 
sent from any meeting of the directors. 

“From my first connection with the mills 
to the present time, I employed my best ef- 
forts and judgment to promote their inter- 
est. Iam sure no one else would have made 
such sacrifices. 


“Had Mr. Collier manifested the same 
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zeal and activity in behalf of the milis 
which he now displays in malicious attacks, 
misrepresentat:ons and base insinuations, 
his animadversions upon my management 
of the mills would come with better grace. 
‘Understanding that Mr. Collier desires 
the receivership himself. I am not at all 
Surprised at his attitude toward me.” 


THE ALABAMA PROPERTY. 


It Is Placed in the Hands of the Eagle 
and Phenix Receivers. 
Columbus, Ga., June 23.—(Special.)—All 
of the property of the Eagle & Phenix 


Manufactory Company, of this city, is now 
in the hands of receivers. This morning 
Messrs. G. Gunby Jordan, J. W. English 
and L. S. Bigby, the receivers of the prop- 
erty of the company in Georgia, were 
officially notified that they had also been 
appointed receivers of its belongings in the 
state of Alabama, also acting under this 
advice Mr. Jordan, in behalf of the receiv- 
ers, formally took possession today of the 
property of the company across the river. 
The company owns quite a lot of Ala- 
bama property. Besides the Chattahoochee 
knitting mill, situated just across the river 
in Girard, it owns a large number of small 
tenement houses. 

The appointment of receivers was made 
by the federal court at Montgomery, pur- 
suant to the filing of an auxiliary Dill, 
filed. it is supposed, here by Messrs. Ellis 
& Gray, the original complainants, in be- 
half of the Savings bank depositors, they 
represent. It is probable that the filing 
was made several days ago. The filing of 
this auxillary petition was, of course, ex- 
pected, being somewhat of a formality—was 
merely to cover the property fully in Ala- 
bama as well as Georgia. It is the sup- 
position that these two thousand bales of 
cotton cliamed by the National Bank of the 
Republic, if the claim is perfectly correct, 
have been used in the operation of the 
mills as raw material. 

The claim made by the bank is that it 
loaned the mills $40,000 on two thousand 
bales of cotton then in the company’s 
warehouse unused as a security for the 
money. A representative of the bank vis- 
ited the receivers, as already told, but 
they cannot find the two thousand bales 
and the supposition is that it was not pre- 
served, but was used as material in the 
operation of the mills. The representative 
of the bank, Mr. Pullen, the vice presi- 
dent, did not intimate to the receivers 
what course his institution would pursue 
in the matter. Several othef persons have 
been engaged in trying to trace up cotton 
once held at the mills and disappearing un- 
der similar circumstances, doubtless being 
used in the factories’ course, not so large 
as in the New York bank’s case. The 
claims of persons who left cotton at the 
company’s warehouse with the agreement 
to call and get the purchase money at 
any subsequent time convenient, thus get- 
ting the benefit of the storage, will be 
regarded in the same light as other credit- 
ors’ claims, and the receivers cannot now 
settle them, likewise the claims of whole- 
salers who purchased goods from the fac- 
tory and who may not yet have taken all 
the goods from the company’s waréhouse. 
The remainder of these goods cannot be 
touched.

Dear Sir: I came here hop- 
ing that the republican converition now in 
session would make some concessions in the 
party platform acceptable to those who be- 
lieve in the free coinage of silver at a 
ratio of 16 to 1. I am now convinced, how- 
ever, that such will not be the case. Tak- 
ing this conclusion into consideration and 
the methods by which the McKinleyites 
have gained their majority in the conven- 
tion, I will not support r. McKinley for 
president of the United Stated, if nomi- 
nated.

Chamberlain, of 
South Carolina, sends the following to the 
Yale corporation, which was read at the 
meeting today. It will be discussed at the 
alumni dinner tomorrow. The letter reads 


as follows: 

“New York, June 18.—To the Treasurer 
of Yale University. Dear Sir: Having re- 
cently received a certain honorarium for a 
literary service which I feel I can use as I 
may choose, without injustice to my family 
or myself, I wish to give the greater part 
of it to the authorities of Yale university 
for a specific purpose. It is now more than 
thirty-one years since our great civil war 
was ended. Time enough has passed to 


compose in great degree, I think, almost 
entirely, the bitter strifes of opinion and 
the inflamed feelings which such a strug- 
gle must give rise to. Each side is now 
engaged in the work of honoring the mem- 
ories of those who were conspicuous by 
their services or their deaths in the con- 
tests. It is altogether right that it should 
be so. Heroism, self-sacrifice, devotion to 
public interests were ‘highly illustrated on 
both sides. It is not important in com- 
parison with other results that the two 
sections should ever think alike about the 
merits of the question there involved. The 
thing of most moment is that the great 
examples which both sides gave should 
not be forgotten. Impressed with these 
thoughts, I have been grieved to see that 
no movement has been begun to set at 
Yale a suitable memorial of those of her 
students and graduates who took part in, 
and especially of those who lost their lives 
in the civil war, and I long ago resolved 
that if I could ever do it I would in some 
way do what, I conceived to be my duty in 
this regard. I now therefore tender to you 
the sum of $200, herewith ineclosed, to- 
ward the erection at Yale of such perma- 
nent visible anu specific memorial in the 
university that the authorities may con- 
sider appropriate to the end I have stated. 

“Of the fonm or character of the me- 
morial I have nothing new to say or sug- 
gest. Of course I hope my small contribu- 
tion may be the beginning of a fund large 
enough to do what Tlarvard, Bowdoin and 
many other universities and colleges, with 
a far smaller roll of graduates and friends 
than Yale, have already done. Permit me 
to add that I have given the rest of the 
sum first referred to to what I regard as 
an equally worthy as well as kindred ob- 
ject—the support of the confederate soldiers 
orphans’ home in the city of Charleston, S. 
C. If within the next two years no such 
further sums be contributed for the pur- 
pose here named as will enable the au- 
thorities of Yale to erect a suitable memori- 
al then I give the amount hereby tendered 
to the university absolutely to be used at 
its pleasure. Verv respectfully,

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MAIL POUCHES STOLEN. 


They Conrained Over a Thousand Let- 
ters, So:ine of Them Valuable. 
Columbus, Ga., June 23.—(Special.)—At 
McDonough, the terminus of the Georgia 
Midland railway, near Griffin, three mail 
sacks, containing in all at Jeast a thousand 
letters, were stolen from the station by 
some bold thieves Sunday night and robbed 
of their contents, which consisted almost 
entirely of letters. The pouches were after- 
wards discovered in a pine thicket, about 
four hundred yards away from the depot. 
No clew to the bold thieves has been discov- 
ered and it is the supposition that they 
were tramps. The Georgia Midland touches 
the East Tennessee road there and this isa 
great tramp railway. The three pouches 
had been placed in the station for the 
night. One was from the East Tennessee 
train and the other two were off the Geor- 
gia Midland evening train, brought up from 
Columbus to be distributed along the route 
of the road the next morning. The tele- 
graph operator at McDonough stays at the 
little depot all night and it is his custom 
not to lock the outside door at night. ‘It 
is said he has been warned against this as 
being careless, but doubtless anticipated no 
such bold theft. Sunday night some bold 
persons took advantage of the situation 
and slipping in quietly stole the three 
pouches. They chose leather pouches in- 
stead of canvas bags, knowing the they 
ran more chance of getting something of 
value in the former: On the 10th of March 
last a lot of letters sent out from Columbus 
became lost in some mysterious manner and 
it is thought that they disappeared the 
same way as the above.

Irregularities have been no- 
ticed for the past week, Mr. Prady went 
to the republican convention at St. Louis. 
While he was away the bank officers dis- 
covered that the bank was short about 
$1,500. Several large checks had been re- 
ceived and no entry made of the:n on the 
books, 

It is claimed that Mr. Brady Is the 
guilty man. His family comnections own 
a large block of stock in the bank. Mr. 
Brady has not been seen since last Satur- 
day night by any of his friends here. He 
stopped at Salisbury on his way back from 
the convention, and has not yet turned up. 
Brady was postmaster of Charlotte under 
Harrison, and is considered a good busi- 
ness man.

SIZZING ACCUSATIONS SENT 


Mr. Collier Stamps a Statement ‘“‘Ab- 


solutely False.’’ 


—— 


“YOU'RE ANOTHER,” SAYS JUDGE BIGBY 


Declares ThatgIt Was Mr. Collier Who 
Was in the Wrong—How the 
Matter Stands. 


Mr. Charles A. Collier yesterday made 
a statement in which he denied very em- 
phatically that Judge Bigby was free from 
responsibility in not calling the directors’ 
meeting of the Eagle & Phenix Company in 
Columbus last Saturday. 

It will be remembered that Judge Bigby 
stated a few days ago, in answer to the 
charge that he had not called the meet- 
ing, though urged to do so by three mem- 
bers of the board of directors, that he 
had authorized Mr. Collier to call the meet- 
ing in his stead. 

Mr. Collier yesterday pronounced this 
statement of Judge Bigby as ‘absolutely 
false.’’ He said that Judge Bigby prom- 
ised to call the meeting and failed to do 
so, knowing full well that no One but the 
president had any right to call the meeting. 

In reference to the much discussed raise 
in salary from $5,000 to $20,000, Mr. Collier 
characterized Judge Bigby’s explanation of 
how the affair occurred as an “idiotic at- 


tempt to conceal the real facts.’’ 

Mr. Collier insisted that Judge Bigby 
had secured proxies from members of his 
family for a majority of the stock and 
had elected a board of directors composed 
of his kinspeople in spite of the protests 
of Collier and other stockholders. This 
board of directors included Judge Bigby, 
Mrs. E. K. Bigby, his wife; Mrs. L. M. 
Gordon, his sister-in-law; McAllen Marsh, 
his son-in-law, and C, C. Parrott, his 
son-in-law. A, 

Speaking about this matter, Mr. Collier 
said: 

“After accomplishing this he notified 
Mr. Graves and myself that he would not 
hold a meeting of the directors for organ- 
ization at once as had been the previous 
custom, but would call us together for 
that purpose some time during the next 
week. We then returned to Atlanta and 
the wily judge immediately summoned the 
members of his family whom he had elect- 
ed directors and without notice to Mr. 
Graves and myself, held a meeting of the 
board on the second day after the stock- 
holders’ meeting, at which were present, 
in addition to the members of his family 
as above; only Dr. Warnock and Mr. Be- 
thune, brother-in-law of Dr. Warnock. 

“At this meeting Judge Bigby was elect- 
ed president and Dr. Warnock vice presi- 
dent, and on motion of Mr. Marsh, son-in- 
law of Judge Bigby, the salary of th®* 
president was fixed at $20,000 per annum 
and of the vice president at $2,500 per an- 
num. When it is understood that prior 
to this meeting the vice president was 
never paid a salary, his duties being mere- 
ly nominal, the metive which prompted 
this liberality on the part of the Bigby 
contingent can be appreciated, and throws 
a little light upon the recent failure to 
secure a quorum of directors. On the next 
day after the meeting above referred to, 
the judge held another meeting of his 
board, still without notifying Mr. Graves 
and myself, at which the minutes of the 
preceding meeting were confirmed and 
some minor matters of mere detail were 
transacted. 

“At the next meeting, therefore, only the 
minutes of this immaterial meeting was 
read and thus the fact of this enormous 
increase in the president’s salary and the 
creation of the vice president’s salary was 
concealed from the other members of the 
board, who have only recently learned the 
same. 

‘IT have thus merely outlined the facts 
in reference to matters touched on by 
Judge Bigby in his sv-called ‘statement.’ 
There are other and far graver matters 
in connection with the judge’s manage- 
ment-of the mills, which the court will 
deal with at the proper time, and which it 
is not proper for me to discuss at this 
time.”’ 

Judge Bigby’s Warm Reply. 

When seen last night in reference to the 
card of Mr. Collier Judge Bigby said: 

‘Referring to the interview of Mr. Col- 
lier which appeared yesterday, I feel that 
it calls for a reply. He does not deny that 
although a director and his duty to the 
trust required him to attend the meetings 
of the directory and aid in the conduct of 
the affairs of the company he persistently 
refused. His presence could not be had for 
several years, nor does he deny that I 
tendered him the presidency of the com- 
pany with a board of directors of his own 
selection, and he said he would not accept 
it at any price. 

‘In reference to the call for the meeting of 
the board of directors, I have to say that 
in the presence of Mr. M. B. Marsh and 
Mr. Charles C. Parrott I authorized him 
to notify the board of directors to attend 
a meeting on Saturday at noon in Colum- 
bus. He replied all right and left. On the 
next day he and Mr. Graves issued a call 
and it was sent to me, my wife and Mr. 
Marsh, and doubtless to Dr. Womack and 
Mr. Bethune. He Knows that this is true 
and when he says to the contrary he falsi- 
flies the truth. The insinuation that I well 
knew why the directors did not attend the 
meeting is absolutely false. He is in error 
when he says that I notified him after the 
election of the board of directors at the an- 
nual stockholders’ meeting that I would 
not hold a meeting of the directors for or- 
ganization at once, for I did not see him 
after the adjournment. I understood that 
he had lost a relative somewhere, and that 
he in company with Mr. Sam Parrott left 
for Atlanta on a special train. 

“So far as my salary is concerned I have 
no apologies to make or errors to admit. 
in having accepted the raising of my salary 
to $20,000. The arduous character of my 
duties, the immense personal responsibili- 
ties assumed, the monopolizing of my en- 
tire time and attention, I am quite satis- 
fied would be regarded by fair-minded busi- 
ness men as fully entitling me to that 
amount of remuneration. I would like to 
say further in this connection, that I never 
received this amount of salary. In regard 
to those relatives of mine who were elected 
on the board of directors I also have no 
apologies to make. Their large holdings 
of stock entitled them to such positions, 
and I have yet to learn that the fact of 
stockholders being related to an officer 
of a corporation debars them the privilege 
of being on the board of directors. As to 
the salary of Dr. Womack I felt then and 
do now that he deserved it. He had been 
invaluable to me in aiding me to raise 
funds to run the mills when no other direc- 
tors would. He not only lent his name but 
used his collaterals in an effort to sustain 
the mills and keep them running, and I 
cannot now remember that he was ever ab- 
sent from any meeting of the directors. 

“From my first connection with the mills 
to the present time, I employed my best ef- 
forts and judgment to promote their inter- 
est. Iam sure no one else would have made 
such sacrifices. 

“Had Mr. Collier manifested the same 
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zeal and activity in behalf of the mills 


which he now displays in malicious attacks, 
misrepresentations and base insinuations, 
his animadversions upon my management 
of the mills would come with better grace. 
‘Understanding that Mr. Collier desires 
the receivership himself. I am not at all 
Surprised at his attitude toward me.” 
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THE ALABAMA PROPERTY. 


It Is Placed in the Hands of the Eagle 
and Phenix Receivers. 
Columbus, Ga., June 23.—(Special.)—All 
of the property of the Eagle & Phenix 


Manufactory Company, of this city, is now 
in the hands of receivers. This morning 
Messrs, G. Gunby Jordan, J. W. English 
and L. S.. Bigby, the receivers of the prop- 
erty of the company in Georgia, were 
officially notified that they had also been 
appointed receivers of its belongings in the 
state of Alabama, also acting under this 
advice Mr. Jordan, in behalf of the receiv- 
ers, formally took possession today of the 
property of the company across the river. 
The company owns quite a lot of Ala- 
bama property. Besides the Chattahoochee 
knitting mill, situated just across the river 
in Girard, it owns a large number of small 
tenement houses. 

The appointment of receivers was made 
by the federal court at Montgomery, pur- 
suant to the filing of an auxiliary Dill, 
filed. it is supposed, here by Messrs. Ellis 
& Gray, the original complainants, in be- 
half of the Savings bank depositors, they 
represent. It is probable that the filing 
was made several days ago, The filing of 
this auxillary petition was, of course, ex- 
pected, being somewhat of a formality—was 
merely to cover the property fully in Ala- 
bama as well as Georgia. It is the sup- 
position that these two thousand bales of 
cotton cliamed by the National Bank of the 
Republic, if the claim is perfectly correct, 
have been used in the operation of the 
mills as raw material. 

The claim made by the bank is that it 
loaned the mills $40,000 on two thousand 
bales of cotton then in the company’s 
warehouse unused as a security for the 
money. A representative of the bank vis- 
ited the receivers, as already told, but 
they cannot find the two thousand bales 
and the supposition is that it was not pre- 
served, but was used as material in the 
operation of the mills. The representative 
of the bank, Mr. Pullen, the vice presi- 
dent, did not intimate to the receivers 
what course his institution would pursue 
in the matter. Several othe? persons have 
been engaged in trying to trace up cotton 
once held at the mills and disappearing un- 
der similar circumstances, doubtless being 
used in the factories’ course, not so large 
as in the New York bank’s case. The 
claims of persons who left cotton at the 
company’s warehouse with the agreement 
to call and get the purchase money at 
any subsequent time convenient, thus get- 
ting the benefit of the storage, will be 
regarded in the same light as other credit- 
ors’ claims, and the receivers cannot now 
settle them, likewise the claims of whole- 
salers who purchased goods from the fac- 
tory and who may not yet have taken al] 
the goods from the company’s warehouse. 
The remainder of these goods cannot be 
touched. 


EX-GOVERNOR SMITH _ 
WILL FOLLOW TELLER. 


DECLARES HIS INTENTION 
LEAVING, HIS PARTY.

Is in Favor of Bimetallism and the 
Republican Gold Plank Makes

Montgomery, Ala., June 23.—(Special.)— 
Ex-Governor William H. Smith, of Birming- 
ham, for thirty five years the particular 
high priest of the republican party of Ala- 
bama, their reconstruction governor and 
the only living republican ex-governor, the 
foremost and most influential of their lead- 
ers, the cleanest among them, has quit the 
grand old party. 

He is more to the party in Alabama than 
Teller is to the national party and his 
declination to longer follow the worshipers 
of the gofden calf will come like a thun- 
derbolt to the republicans of the state. 
Governor Smith was one of the delegates at 
large of the Moseley faction to the St. 
Louis convention. Today he made public 
the following correspondence: 

“St. Louis, Mo., June 23.—Senator Henry 
Mw Teller, city. Dear Sir: I came here hop- 
ing that the republican converition now in 
session would make some concessions in the 
party platform acceptable to those who be- 
lieve in the free coinage of silver at a 
ratio of 16 tol. I am now convinced, how- 
ever, that such will not be the case. Tak- 
ing this conclusion into consideration and 
the methods by which the McKinleyites 
have gained their majority in the conven- 
tion, I will not support Mr. McKinley for 
president of the United Stated, if nomi- 
nated. I desire to return and if possible 
organize a free silver republican party in 
Alabama. If this cannot be done, then I 
propose to vote with the party nominating 
on such a platform as herein indicated.

Tomorrow morning when the city of 
Macon will awake to find the demo- 
cracy of Georgia within her gates The 
Constitution will be on hand to tell the 
news.

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Colorado Honors Her Senator. 

On returning to his home in.Colorado, 
Senator Henry M. Teller will receive a 
cordial welcome from the people of that 
State who admire the brave and inde- 
‘pendent stand which he recently took in 
the St. Louis convention. 

In refusing to surrender bis convictions 
on the money question, even though a 
majority of his party advocated the 
single gold standard, Senator Teller has 
given expression to the highest type of 
American manhood; and, while his gal- 
lant behavior has endeared him to the 
friends of bimetallism all over this 
country, he is not without a host of 
admirers even among those from whom 
he has separated. 

Men instinctively admire heroism. 
Even those who have never performed a 
courageous deed themselves and who are 
Wholly incapable of making anything 
like a sacrifice for principle, are obliged 
to respect the man who is willing to 
suffer, if need be, for the sake of his 
convictions and who had rather perish 
With them at the stake than sacrifice 
them for the purpose of securing a coy- 
eted ambition. 

No one who listened to or who has 
read the speech of the senator from GCol- 
orado, on the floor of the republican 
‘convention last week, and who under- 

stood the motives which actuated him 
in taking leave of his associates. could 
possibly doubt that he was the hero of 
that.~oecasion. It required no small 
mmount of courage to speak the words 
which would separate him from the 
party with which he had been identi- 
fied since the time of its organization 
and which had “showered its honors 
thick upon him.” Still ‘he was ready to 
make the sacrifice, and he made it like 
a Roman. Other speeches were made 
on the floor of the convention, but they

There was not a man 
in the convention who did not feel its 
power and who did not secretly respect 
the man who could rise to the possibil- 
ity of such an effort.

temper of his speech. Instead of return- 
ing home or seeking out the companion- 
ship of his late associates, he boarded 
the train and paid a visit to his aged 
mother. Having taken a bold stand for 
the principles which he professed and 
which he refased to surrender even at

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Major Stahlman’s Mistake. 

While the retirement of Major E. B. 
Stahlman from the democratic party has 
not left any large vacuum in the or- 
ganization or created anything like a 
Whirlwind of excitement, it is to be re- 
gretted, nevertheless, that so clever a 
gentleman should, at this late day, trans- 
fer his political allegiance to an organi- 
zation that is so thoroughly discredited 
before the people.

According to this table, the wealth of 
this country is considerably in excess of 
that of Great Britain, the difference be- 
ing somewhere in the neighborhood of 
$17,000,000, 

While this statement is gratifying 
from one,point of view it is likewise. ap- 
palling from another, It is gratifying 
to our national pride to Know that Amer- 
ica heads the column of rich and power- 
ful nations. At the Same time, it is most 
appalling to know that all this wealth is 
in the hands of a favored few. 

The trouble with our currency sys- 
tem is not that it prevents the accumu- 
lation of great national wealth, but that 
it places this enormous wealth in the 
hands of a favored minority.

If the voluminous and multitudinous 
lies that emanate from the headquarters 
of the money power in New York could 
be compiled and issued in book form, it 
would require a mogul locomotive to 
haul the volume from publishing house 
to postoffice. 

These lies usually take the form of pre- 
dictions, Dut they are not limited to any 
particular shape. They are circulated 
by the gold standard editors and by the 
cuckoos that have had their feathers 
‘torn out by the recent cyclones at the 
ballot box. They are to be found in the 
press telegrams, in the market reports, 
in the trade agencies and in every chan- 
nel through which they are most likely 
to reach the people.

It might be presumed that after these 
misrepresentations had been so thor- 
oughly exposed by the course of events 
the editorial writers and market re- 
porters of the money power would try 
some other method.

Our readers can hardly fail to remem- 
ber the frantic way in which the Wall 
street operators and other gold agencies 
promised the people better prices, bet- 
ter business and better times if congress 
would only repeal the purchasing clause 
of the Sherman act. To bring about 
this repeal the political agents of the 
money power in Washington—the presi- 
dent and his cabinet, the eastern demo- 
crats and the great body of republicans 
in congress, resorted to and indorsed the 
most infamous methods of political and 
official dragooning the country has ever 
witnessed. 

Finally they carried their point: the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act 
was repealed, and then what happened? 

Out went the gold reserve, and down 
went prices! Times grew harder, hun- 
dreds of industries were driven out of 
business, thousands of workingmen and 
women were left stranded without work, 
and a deeper depression fell on busi- 
ness. 

Then, in order to satisfy the greed of 
the international bankers acting under 
the orders of the Rothschilds, Mr. Cleve- 
land decided to issue bonds with which 
to buy gold.

When Valdosta Was Named.

FOR JONES’S SHORTAGE.

Two Quitman Banks Will Be Sued for 
the Amount Involved. 

The state of Georgia will bring sult 
against two banks of Quitman for the re- 
covery of about $2,300, the amount of the 
shortage of M. F. Jones, formerly tax 
collector of Brooks county. Jones was 
removed from office by Governor Atkin- 
son several months ago and an effort will 
now be made to recover the amount from 

the banks. 

Jones deposited the county’s money in 
the Bank of Quitman, and the Farmers’ 
and Merchants’ bank of the same place. 
It is claimed that he paid his personal 
notse at those banks, giving checks on the 
county’s accounts with the knowledge of 
the banks officials. Jones’s bondsmen hold 
that the banks are responsible for the loss 
to the state as they took the state's money 
in payment of the personal obligations of 
the tax collector. 

The Fidelity and Deposit Company, of 

Maryland, is Jones's bondsmen. The com- 
pany will make good the loss to the state 
regardless of the litigation, but it claims 
that the banks are liable for the shortage. 
Yesterday Mr. W. R. Hammond addressed 
a letter to Attorney General Terrell ask- 
ing that he allowed to proceed against 
the banks in the name of the state, and 
consent was given by Mr. Terrell. 
' Several months ago it was discovered 
that the accounts of Tax Collector Jones 
were short, and upon investigation it was 
found that he had paid the money to the 
banks in taking up certain notes of his 
personal owing. The state endeavored to 
collect the money from Jones and failing, 
demanded the amount from his’ bonds- 
men, The company will pay the amount 
at once, but will fight the case in the 
courts against the banks.

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DISPATCHER’S LAST ORDER. 


IT CAME FROM HIS CHIEF AND 
WAS GOOD NIGHT. 


The Veteran Telegrapher Leaves His 
Key Forever—Resolutions Passed 
on His Death. 


After a sickness of about a month’s dura- 
tion Mr. Charles E. Heard, the chief dis- 
patcher of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railway system, died yesterday 
morning at the Grady hospital, where he 
has been for some time under treatment. 

About a month ago Mr. Heard was at- 
tacked with a severe toothache and had the 
troublesome tooth filled. After the tooth 
had been filled it continued to give trouble 
and cause pain and was extracted. It was 
then discovered that the trouble lay in the 
jawbone. The bone was examined and 
found to be in a state of decay. Mr. Heard 
was taken to the hospital and given treat- 
ment, but the place continued to grow 
worse and developed into blood poison. 

Mr. Hearé@ had been in the employ of the 
road for 21 years and has made a record 
of never having had an accident. He has 
hundreds of friends in this city and 
throughout the state who will read the 
news of his death with sorrow. He was one 
of the best known men in the city and was 
liked by all who knew him, He leaves two 
children, both of whom are in Chattanooga. 

His body will be taken to Chattanooga 
this morning on a special train over the 
western and Atlantic road d will be ac- 
companied by a number of hw friends. ; Dr. 
J. B. Hawthorne will go from Nashville 
to Chattanooga to conduct the funeral ser- 
vices. The dispatchers and operators of 
the road adopted the following resolutions 
on his death; 

“Whereas, It has pleased God to call 
from life our worthy and esteemed Chief 
dispatcher, Charles BE. Heard, and feeling

In a few days it is said the old bufld- 
ing will be torn away and work on the 
foundations for the sky scraper will be 
started. The contract has not yet been 
let, but as soon as the estimate of cost 
of the new building is furnished by the 
architcets the work will be commenced. 
On account of the width of the building 
it will be completed in a very short time 
and may be ready for occupancy before 
winter, : 

To Be Used for Offices. 

The new building will be used entirely 
for offices above the first floor. The ground 
floor will be constructed so that it can 
be used for stores. 

The front, which will be on Broad street, 
will have an entrance near the center of 
the building through a large archway. On 
each floor will be made a balcony or land- 
ing which will lead to the stair. 

It is not known what arrangements have 
been made in the plans for elevator serv- 
ice, but as an elevator will be absolutely 
necssarry for a building of its height, 
there will no doubt be a rapid elevator 
for both passengers and freight. 

The material to be uséd in the building 
will be iron and granite, and the building 
will be equipped with all the most modern 
improvements. 

The front of the building will be made 
very attractive and ornamental, and bal- 
conies will stretch from end to end on 
every floor. The windows will be large 
and will open out upon the balconies, 
which will extend over the sidewalk and 
will give more floor space in the offices.

Mrs. Bell’s building will be the taiiest 
building in Atlanta, and will tower five 
stories above the Cooledge building, which 
it will adjoin. 

It will be remembered that when Mr. 
Cooledge decided to build on his property 
he endeavored to buy the Bell lot. Ex- 
ceedingly advantageous prices were offered 


Cooledge built a five-story building and 
abamdoned his plans for &he ten-siorr 
building. 

Mrs. Bell will probably leave for New 
York this week, where she goes to com- 
plete her arrangements for the building. 
When she returns it is likely that work 
will be started and the carpenters and 
masons will be hurried so as to complete 
the structure as soon as possible.

Hopes of the Republicans for Populist 
Alliance Smashed. 


WHITE REPUBLICANS A DISGRUNTLED BAND 


Meeting Called for the Purpose of 
Forming a McKinley Club—How 
It Will Be Done. 


The populists are rapidly rushing _ into 
the demccratic fold. 

The unreserved declaration of the St. 
Louis platform for gold and the acknowl- 
edged attitude of the democratic party 
in favor of the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver are political conditions against 
which the populists find it difficult to hold 
out. , 

Judge J. K. Hines, the last nominee of 

the populists for governor in this state, 
was seen yesterday. 
- “The only thing that causes us to hold 
off,” said Judge Hines, “is that we are 
distrustful of the democrats. I must Say 
that the financial policy or the policy 
which promises to hold when the national 
convention assembles meets our demands 
in regard to the silver question. We will 
support a free silver man in his candidacy 
for the presidential nomination. Who 
that will be I cannot now say, but 4s the 
national committee has placed itself  fa- 
vorable to Teller, I suppose he will meet 
the demands of all of our faith.” 

When asked upon what issue the popu- 
list party would make its fight this year, 
Judge Hines looked rather confused. 

“Well, we believe in an honest ele:tion,”’ 
was his reply. ‘We are also against the 
national banking system.” 

Judge Hines then entered into a discus- 
sion of the regime of Cleveland. In his 
talk of the future policy of the populist 
party it was his opinion that there would 
be no determined fight in the national 
election, P 

Other populists declare that the fight 
with them is finished. They say that the 
unmistakable attitude of democracy meets 
their desires and they are willing to come 
back into ranks again. 

State Republican Convention. 


the state republican convention to be held 
for the purpose of nominating statehouse 
officers. The leading white repubiicans in 
Georgia are in a state of political apathy. 
The defeat of their plans at St. Louis in 
the effort to get Major J. F. Hanson on 
the national committee was a blow which 
they did not expect. They had builded high 
hopes upon the prospects of republicanism 
in Georgia this yeear. The fact that Ma- 
jor Hanson had declared his allegiance to 
that party inspired the leaders with re- 
newed hope. He was a strong card, and 
they would play him to good advantage at 
the St. Louis convention. Colonel Fuck 
went to St. Louis chiefly to exhibit Major 
Hanson's scalp and to hold it out as a 
trophy. But there was signal defeat to 
the plans of Buck and ‘his cohorts. Han- 
son was set aside and Lyons, of Augusta, 
put on the national committee, The un- 
derlying significance of this came with 
stunning effect upon the best element in 
the republican party. The leaders real- 
ized that it meant negro domination of 
their party in Georgia and saw that those 
democrats who favored gold would be 
forced away from republicanism because 
of this fact. For this cause the leaders, 
since their return, are lying low. Their 
enthusiasm has received a decided frost 
and it is not probable that they will make 
much effort in the coming state elections. 
Colonel. Buck thhad hoped to introduce a 
new element into the republican party in 
this state, but the election of Lyons frost- 
ed his efforts. 


To Hold a Meeting. 


The colored leaders in the republican 
party have called a mass meeting for 
Thursday night. At that time it is intend- 
ed to ratify the nomination of McKinley 
and Hobart. Several well-known negro 
orators have been slated for speakers. The 
primary object is to organize a McKinley 
club in this city. Smith Easly, a well- 
known colored heeler, is leading the move- 
ment. He has invited Colonel Buck and 
Major W. M. Smythe to be present. Other 
white leaders of the zg. o. p in Atlanta 
are expected, but from present indications 
they will have to take a back seat, for 
just now the colored brother has the reins 
and will control things. 

No Fusion Now. 

All hopes of the republicans to effect a 
fusion with the populists in this state have 
been cast to the wind. Some time ago 
there was a plan on foot to distribute the 
State and federal offices between the two 
parties. It was proposed to let the repub- 
licans have all congressional honors and 
to turn over the statehouse offices to the 
populists. This scheme was in process of 
formation before the St. Louis convention. 
Since the firm declaration of the St. Louis 
convention for gold the populists who en- 
tertained this idea have abandoned it al- 
together and now perceive the futility of 
the plan. 

“There will be three state tickets,” Said 
Judge Hines yesterday. ‘“‘The ponulists 
and republicans will each put out a man 
for governer.”’

MR. HAS 


But a Meeting of the Finance Commit- 
tee Will Be Held and a Report 
Made on the Matter. 


Nothing has been done by the finance 
committee of the council about the propo- 
sition to take a new census of -the city. 
The matter was referred to the committee 
at the last meeting of the council and be- 
fore the next meeting a report will be 
made on the question by Mr. Inman's 
committee. A meeting will probably be 
held the latter part of this week or the 
early part of next, and the finance com- 
mittee will decide whether or not it would 
be advisable to go to the expense of tak- 
ing a census at this time. ; 

Councilman Culberson, of the seventh 
ward, is at the front in the movement 
for a new census. He thinks that it would 
be well to ascertain the exact population 
of the city, and when the matter is taken 
up by the finance committee, of which he 
is a member, Mr. Culberson will urge his 
associates to make a favorable report on 
the ordinance introduced by him providing 
for the taking of a census and appropriat- 
ing $1,000 for the purpose. 

The postoffice officials and the mail car- 
riers are urging the advantage of taking 
the census, and they sent in a petition to 
the council asking for what they want. 
They say that the population is much 
larger than when the last census was 
taken and that a new one would show 
that Atlanta is entitled to a much higher 
rank among the cities of the country 
than now given it by the postoffice depart- 
ment. Better mail facilities and better 
salaries will be paid if it can be shown 
by the taking of a lawful census that the 
city has grown as claimed, of which there 
is no doubt. It is claimed that the popu- 
lation now is more than 110,000 and the 
figures are based upon acctrate data gain- 
ed from reliable sources, such as the in- 
formation elicited by the gathering of sta- 
tistics for the recent issue of the city 
directory.

The lowest rainfall in Texas was 
bulletined, and had considerable weight 
offered in connection with the depression 
in Liverpool. The local southern and Liver- 
pool operators sold more at the. shorts 
market, market was still dull and 
there wus an absence of aggressive sport 
for the time, though the German nuouses 
are in some cases friendly to the long side, 
and promirment New Orleans operators, 
now here, state that there is no doubt 
whatever that the drought in Texas is a 
serious matter. For the next thirty-six 
hours the signal service predicts rain in 
the district of Texas, and the highest rain- 
fall reported today was only .40 at Cu- 
ero.

New York, June 23.—The market was sur- 
prised this morning at the theavy gelling 
orders received from Liverpcol which 
were unexplained until reports were re- 


ceived from the signal service giving show- | 


ers at Cuero and Longview, not less than 
one-half an inch, which appeared to have 
been received in Liverpool as indicating 
general rains in Texas. No further show- 
ers have been reported during the day, but 
the action of the market today shows 
how sensitive it is at the present tire to 
weather conditions. With the general be- 
lief throughout the country of a large 
cotton crop this season, every favorable 
news is acted upon, while no attention is 
paid to unfavorable advices. This is not 
an unusual feature of the market, which 
has been declining for several months, 
with a gradual lessening of the long in- 
terest, but it requires continued good crop 
and bad trade reports to prevent an ad- 
vance with the small visible and invisible 
supply of cotton. The close of the market 
was easy, due to the liquidation of local 
traders who bought during the day, and 
being disappointed at the absence of sup- 
port, parted with their holdings.

The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, June 23.—The Journal of Com- 
merce and Commercial Bulletin, in its 
weekly review of the dry goods market, 
Says: ‘‘The dry goods market closes with 
a better tone than prevailed at the writ- 
ing of the last review, and in some depart- 
ments with a fuller volume of business in 
progress. The most noticeable increase in 
sales has been in bleached cottons, in which 
a timely adjustment of prices has brought 
a demand of considerable importance, and 
some of the large buyers have operated 
With freedom.

Captain Lyman Hall has been acting pres- 
ident since the resignation of Dr. Hopkins, 
and it is possible that he may continue 
in his present capacity temporarily until 
a full meeting of the board of trustees can 
be had, at which time the permanent presi- 
dent will be elected. 

Professor Hall graduated at the United

GROWTH OF THE PLANTS WAS 
VIGOROUS THIS WEEK. 


A Detailed Statement of the Condi- 
tions Existing in Georgia Is 
Fairly Encouraging. 


Crop conditions are still favorable, and 
during the week past the growth has been 
strong and encouraging. The following 
is the crop bulletin issued yesterday by 
the weather bureau. It. gives in detail 
the conditions prevailing throughout Geor- 
gia. 


“The weather during the week ending 
June 22, 189, has @naabled farmers to make 
good progress in their work of clearing 
away the grass and. weeds, and while 
abounding in plenty of showers, which 
were beneficial, to a great extent, to cot- 
ton and corn was too cool for the former 
crop, and in a few localities scattered over 
the state there is some apprehension thaw 
lice, which had infected these districts 
last week, are still giving cotton a slight 
set back on account of the continued 
chilly nights; yet, as far as concerns this 
crop, there is some improvement noticea- 
ble both in growth, color and the freedom 
of the cotton fields from grass. Corn is 
exceptionally good, especially in southern 
section, where it is virtually laid by; al- 
most made in central section, but might be 
in a better condition in the northern sec- 
tion, where showers were poorly distrib- 
uted. Minor crops and gardens continue 
in a fine condition, except in southern sec- 
tion, Where rains are needed. Peas com- 
ing up to a good stand, and large quan- 
tities are still being planted. Melons are 
poor in south section for want of moisture, 
and ripening rapidly in central. section, 
from whence shipments will occur in a 
few days. Fruit, unfortunately, is not 
doing well, especially peaches, which should 
be in the @market by this time. 

North Section. 

“The past week has been very favora- 
ble for crops tn this section. An abund- 
ance of sunshine and local showers have 
put cotton, corn and all minor crops in 
fine growing condition. <A few localities 
complain of lice on~cotton and lack of 
rain for upland corn, though some report- 
ers say that the lice are disappearing rap- 
idjy. Gardens are in a fine condition and 
vegetables are plentiful. Oats and wheat 
are about harvested, the former crop pocr, 
but the wheat crop is much better. Farm- 
ers are well up with their work, and corn 
is receiving its last working. Cotton is 
clean, and where not affected by the drouth 
and lice is in prime condition. 

Central Section. 


“The past week has been a very busy 
one in the central part of the state. There 
has been plenty of rain and sunshine, 
and the farmers are well up with their 
work, and, as a rule, the crops are gener- 
ally free from weeds and grass. There 
are still some unfavored spots where there 
has been a scarcity of rain, and in such 
places the prospects are not so bright. Corn 
has improved wonderfully, especially the 
upland variety. In the counties where 
it has received plenty of moisture it is 
growing rapidly and tasseling, and it is 
also losing its yellow and getting on a rich 
ftreery calor. Cotton, which s‘tood the 
drouth all right, is now in some few places 
beginning to feel the effects.of too much 
moisture. The cool nights have also re- 
tarded it some, and from all sections come 
complaint of lice, but no serious damage 
is expected from the latter source. Cot- 
ton is blooming, and in some localities it is 
far advanced in forms. Cane and gardens 
are doing well, also sorghum. 
tities of potates have been set out and are 
in first-class condition. The peas that have 
been planted are coming up to good stands 
and large quantities are still being planted 
after wheat oat stubble. Wheat and oats 
have all been harvested. Melons and fruit 
ripening, and melons will be ready to ship 
in a few davs. 

Southern Section. ) 

“The past week has been one of cool 
nights and hot and dry days, except partial 
showers in some localities, but crops on 
the whole are promising. The cotton crop 
has been retarded .on account of lice, but 
they are now disappearing without doing 
great damage. Corn crop has been laid 
by and doing well. Minor crops and gar- 
dens have suffered somewhat for want 
of moisture, and potatoes and melons are 
poor. A large crop of peas is being sown 
for hay. Farmers are well up with thcir 
work, and all crops are clean.

/VERDICT OF GUILTY 


Treadwell Was Convicted Yesterday of 
Giving a Fictitious Rating. 


GOES TO THE SUPREME COURT 


Merchants Are Liable To Prosecution 
When They Make a False State- 
ment to Agencies. 


E. W. Treadwell, a well known mer- 
chant of the city and until recently a 
member of the firm of Morris & Tread- 
well, was yesterday convicted in the second 
division of the city court of making a 
fraudulent statement of his financial rat- 
ing to a commercial agency, and was 
fined $150 or twelve mfonths on the public 
works of the county. 

The attornpys representing Treadwell 
at once notified the court that the case 
would be appealed to the supreme court, 
as they were not satisfied with the ver- 
dict, and that the fine would not be paid 
for the present. 

The case was made by Messrs. Langston 
& Woodson, and was prosecuted in order 
to establish the value of a report from 
a commercial agency. The grocery firm 
stated that they had extended 
Morris & Treadwell solely on the state- 
ment -furnished by Dun’s agency. 


Morris & Treadwell were in business on’ 


Marietta street, when they applied to 
Langston & Woodson for a bill of goods 
to be bought and paid for on time. Lang- 
ston & Woodson immediately applied to 
Dun’s agency for a statement of the 
financial condition of Morris & Treadwell. 
The agent of Dun went out to the place 
on Marietta street, and returned with a 
statement which showed that Morris & 
Treadwell had a stock worth $1,200, ac- 
counts valued at $600, while the liabilities 
of the firm were only $300. 

This statement was sworn to by the 
agent of the commfercial agency, while 
Mr. Treadwell testified that he did not 
nfake the statement, and had told the 
agent that he did not know enough about 
the business of the firm to authorize him 
in making a statement. 

The statement of the condition of the 
firm’s business was furnished Langston 
& Woodson last fall and a line of credit 
Was extended Morris & Treadwell in the 
Sum of $137.55. 

On February 2d, this year, Morris & 
Treadwell executed a mortgage to Mrs. 
Martha Treadwell, the mother of Tread- 
well, which was tto secure a note amount- 
ing to $789. This not was dated back twelve 
months and was due one year after date. 
Under this mortgage the stock of goods 
of the firn?t was seized and sold for about 

Creditors Were Frozen Out. 

It is said the creditors of the firm were 
given a cold deal and could not recover 
their accounts. 

Langston & Woodson were of course 
surprised when they learned of the failure 
and the sale of the stock, for they felt 
they were perfectly. safe, if the report of 
the commercial agency was frue. 

Suit was not filed for the amount of the 
bill of goods sold Morris & Treadwell by 
Langston & Woodson, but the latter in- 
vestigated the law, and a short time after- 
wards Treadwell was indicted under sec- 
tion 4587 of the code. This section de- 
fines the crime of making misrepresenta- 
tions relating to wealth or property. 

Attorney Walter Visanska was retained, 
and he assisted Solicitor O'Neill in the pro- 
secution of the case. Treadwell was rep- 
resented by M. Foote, Jr., and the evi- 
dence and trial was exceedingly interest- 
ing, as the result would in a great measure 
affect the commercial dealing of the 
wholesale men all over the country. 

What the Decision Means, 

The finding of the jury means a great 
deal to the merchants of the country, as 
they now have a recourse in a criminal 
prosecution. when a fraudulent statemrent 
is given to a commercial agency. 

The result of the appeal of the case to 
the supreme court will be: watched with 
interest by the merchants and business 
men, and if the verdict of the lower court 
is sustained the test case will have been 
a success. 

The case will be carried up at once and 
argued in.-the supreme court.

GROWTH OF THE PLANTS WAS 
VIGOROUS THIS WEEK. 
A Detailed Statement of the Condi- 
tions Existing in Georgia Is 
Fairly Encouraging. 


Crop conditions are still favorable, and 
during the week past the growth has been 
Strong and encouraging. The following 
is the crop bulletin issued yesterday by 
the weather bureau. It gives in detail 
the conditions prevailing throughout Geor- 
gia. 

“The weather during the week ending 
June 22, 1896, has @hnabled farmers to make 
g00d progress in their work of clearing 
away the grass and weeds, and while 
abounding in plenty of showers, which 
were beneficial, to a great extent, to cot- 
ton and corn was too cool for the former 
crop, and in a few localities scattered over 
the state there is some apprehension tha 
lice, which had infected these districts 
last week, are still giving cotton a slight 
set back on account of the continued 
chilly nights; yet, as far as concerns this 
crop, there is some improvement noticea- 
ble both in growth, color and the freedom 
of the cotton fields from grass. Corn is 
exceptionally good, especially in southern 


section, where it is virtually laid by; al- 


most made in central section, but might be 
in a better condition in the northern sec- 
tion, where showers were poorly distrib- 
uted. Minor crops and gardens continue 
in a fine condition, except in southern sec- 
tion, Where rains are needed. Peas com- 
ing up to a good stand, and large quan- 
tities are still being planted. Melons are 
poor in south section for want of moisture, 
and ripening rapidly in central section, 
from whence shipments will occur in a 
few days. Fruit, unfortunately, is not 
doing well, especially peaches, which should 
be in the@narket by this time. 
North Section. 

“The past week has been very favora- 
ble for crops tin this section. An abund- 
ance of sunshine and local showers have 
put cotton, corn and all minor crops in 
fine growing condition. A few localities 
complain of lice on cotton and lack of 
rain for upland corn, though some report- 
ers say that the lice are disappearing rap- 
idly. Gardens are in a fine condition and 
vegetables are plentiful. Oats and wheat 
are about harvested, the former crop pocr, 
but the wheat crop is much better. Farm- 
ers are well up with their work, and corn 
is receiving its last working. Cotton is 
clean, and where not affected by the drouth 
and lice is in prime condition. 

Central Section. 

“The past week has been a very busy 
one in the central part of the state. There 
has been plenty of rain and sunshine, 
and the farmers are well up with their 
work, and, as a rule, the crops are gener- 
ally free from weeds and grass. There 
are still some unfavored spots where there 
has been a scarcity of rain, and in such 
places the prospects are not so bright. Corn 
has improved wonderfully, especially the 
upland variety. In the counties where 
it has received plenty of moisture it is 
growing rapidly and tasseling, and it is 
also losing its yellow and getting on a rich 
Jtreer{y color. Cotton, which stood the 
drouth all right, is now in some few places 
beginning to feel the effects.of too much 
moisture. The cool nights have also re- 
tarded it some, and from all sections come 
complaint of lice, but no serious damage 
is expected from the latter source. Cot- 
ton is blooming, and in some localities it is 
far advanced in forms. Cane and gardens 
are doing well, also sorghum. Large quan- 
tities of potates have been set out and are 
in first-class condition. The peas that have 
been planted are coming up to good stands 
and large quantities are still being planted 
after wheat oat stubble. Wheat and oats 
have all been harvested. Melons and fruit 
ripening, and melons will be ready to ship 
in a few davs. 

Southern Section. ) 

“The past week has been one of cool 
nights and hot and dry days, except partial 
showers in some localities, but crops on 
the whole are promising. The cotton crop 
has been retarded on account of lice, but 
they are now disappearing without doing 
great damage. Corn crop has been laid 
by and doing well. Minor crops and gar- 
dens have suffered somewhat for want 
of moisture, and potatoes and melons are 
poor. A large crop of peas is being sown 
for hay. Farmers are well up with thcir 
work, and all crops are clean.

Treadwell Was Convicted Yesterday of 
Giving a Fictitions Rating, 


GOES TO THE SUPREME COURT 


When They Make a False State- 
ment to Agencies. 


E. W. Treadwell, a well known mer- 
chant of the city and until recently a 
member of the firm of Morris & Tread- 
well, was yesterday convicted in the second 
division of the city court of making a 
fraudulent statement of his financial rat- 
ing to a commercial agency, and was 
fined $150 or twelve months on the public 
works of the county. 

The attornfys representing Treadwell 
at once notified the court that the case' 
would be appealed to the supreme court, 
as they were not satisfied with the ver- 
dict, and that the fine would not be paid 
for the present. 

Fhe case was made by Messrs, Langston 
& Woodson, and was prosecuted in order 
to establish the value of a report from 
a commercial agency. The grocery firm 
stated that they had extended credit te& 
Morris & Treadwell solely on the state- 
ment furnished by Dun’s agency. 

Morris & Treadwell were in business on’ 
Marietta street, when they applied to 
Langston & Woodson for a bill of goods 
to be bought and paid for on time. Lang- 
ston & Woodson immediately applied to 
Dun’s agency for a statement of the 
financial condition of Morris & Treadwell. 
The agent of Dun went out to the place 
on Marietta street, and returned with a 
statement which showed that Morris & 
Treadwell had a stock worth $1,200, ac- 
counts valued at $600, while the liabilities 
of the firm were only $300. 

This statement was sworn to by the 
agent of the commercial agency, while 
Mr. Treadwell testified that he. did not 
nvfake the statement, and had told the 
agent that he did not know enough about 
the business of the firm to authorize him 
in making a statement. 

The statement of the condition of the 
firm’s business was furnished Langston 
& Woodson last fall and a line of credit 
Was extended Morris & Treadweli in the 
Sum of $137.55. 

On February 2d, this year, Morris & 
Treadwell executed a mortgage to Mrs. 
Martha Treadwell, the mother of Tread- 
well, which was tto secure a note amount- 
ing to $780. This not was dated back twelve 
months and was due one year after date. 
Under this mortgage the stock of goods 
of the firnt was seized and sold for about 

Creditors Were Frozen Out. 

It is said the creditors of the firm were 
given a cold deal and could not recover 
their accounts. 

Langston & Woodson were of course 
surprised when they learned of the failure 
and the sale of the stock, for they felt 
they were perfectly. safe, if the report of 
the commercial agency was frue. 

Suit was not filed for the amount of the 
bill of goods sold Morris & Treadwell by 
Langston & Woodson, but the latter in- 
vestigated the law, and a short time after- 
wards Treadwell was indicted under sec- 
tion 4587 of the code. This section de- 
fines the crime of making misrepresenta- 
tions relating to wealth or property. 

Attorney Walter Visanska was retained, 
and he assisted Solicitor O’Neill in the pro- 
secution of the case. Treadwell was rep- 
resented by M. Foote, Jr., and the evi- 
dence and trial was exceedingly interest- 
ing, as the result would in a great measure 
affect the commercial dealing of the 
wholesale men all over the country. 

What the Decision Means, 

The finding of the jury means a great 
deal to the merchants of the country, as 
they now have a recourse in a criminal 
prosecution. when a fraudulent statement 
is given to a commercial agency. 

The result of the appeal of the case to 
the supreme court will be watched with 
interest by the merchants and business 
men, and if the verdict of the lower court 
is sustained the test case will have been 
@ success. 

The case will be carried up at once and 
argued in the supreme court. 


TOOK IN $36,000 YESTERDAY. 


TAX PAYERS THRONGED THE 
COLLECTOR’S OFFICE. 


Of the $100,000 Limit More Than 
$95,000 Has Been Paid—Who 
Paid Yesterday. 


Three days ago the tax books were open- 
ed for the payment of city taxes to the 
amount of $100,000, a special discount of 
1% per cent being offered as an inducement 
for such payment. When the books closed 
‘yesterday afterncon over $95,000 of the 
amount had been receipted for by the tax 
collector. 

The payments yesterday amounted to 
more than $36,000, and the fact is cited as 
evidence of the good condition of Atlanta 
finances.

Our Weather Man Has Gone to Baltimore 
To Reside. 


HAS BEEN TRANSFERRED THERE 


Mr. Marbury, the Baltimore Observer, 
Will Come to Atlanta To Suc- 
ceed Mr. Hunt. 


A new man is in charge of the Atlanta 
Weather bureau. He is Mr. David Fisher, 
who for the past twelve years has been 
the efficient observer of the Augusta sta- 


has been assigned to do duty in Balti- 


more, where he wil] relieve Observer Mar- 
bury. Captain Hunt will spend a few 
days in Washington in conference with 
the head officials of the service who are 
located in that city, and then he will go to 

Baltimore and take charge of affairs in 
the Oriole city. 

As soon as Captain Hunt arrives 
Baltimore, Observer Marbury will leave for 
Atlanta and Mr. Fisher, who is now in 
charge of the Atlanta office, will return 
to Augusta. His appointment to Atlanta 
is only temporary, unless the chief of the 
service at Washington should change his 
present plans. 

Mr. Fisher is a man of pleasing address, 
of good education and very large expe- 
rience. He has been connected with the 
weather service for sixteen years, and 
has always borne a very excellent reputa- 
tion for his efficiency. There are many of 
his friends in Atlanta who are anxious 
to see him here permanently, but it is 
not known what Chief Willis Moore will 
do about the matter. His present plans 
are to make the swap between the heads 
of the Baltimore and Atlanta stations, 
but there is a possibility that this plan 
may be changed. 

Affairs in the weather department are 
conducted very much as they are in the 
army and navy departments and the of- 
ficers seldom know just what will be done 
with them before the orders have been 
issued, 

Captain Hunt's departure from Atlanta 
Was a source of great regret to his many 
friends here, for he was one of the most 
popular forecasters that has ever had 
charge of the Atlanta office. 

He has been in the department for about 

twenty years, and he stands in the front 
rank of the weather forecasters of the 
United States. He has served in many 
of the largest cities in this country and 
has made a great reputation for the ac- 
curacy of his forecasts. 
Since he came to Atlanta he has con- 
stantly exhibited a spirit of enterprise and 
enthusiasm in his work, and he has 
brought the service in this city up to that 
of any city of the same size in the union. 
The Atlanta station is considered the best 
one in the south, 

Captain Hunt began the publication of 
the Georgia Weather and Crop Review 
several months ago, and he has made it 
a very popular publication. Its appearance 
is watched for by the farmers regularly. 

The crop bulletin, which he has been 
issuing every Tuesday, tells the state of the 
crops as they exist in every section of the 
state and is a publication of great value. 

Mr. Marbury, who it is expected will 
serve in the Atlanta stagion permanently, 
is a man of excellent reputation and will 
in all probability give great satisfaction. 

He is expected to arrive in Atlanta on 
July $d.
